Tvocoa, Ga., March 5.—{Special.)—Last 
| night at 10:40 o'clock a cyclone of unprec- 
edented fierceness in this mountain region 
visited Toccoa and vicinity, damaging quite 
@ number of houses, demolishing several 
and killing Mrs. Miller, mother of Mr. C. 
R. Miller, a prominent merchant of this 


Place. 

Many large trees were uprooted and ! 
fer.ces were blown in every direction. 

Since the storm passed over, news from 
the surrounding country brings many sto- | 
ries of disaster. \ 

The cloud and wind came from the south- 
east. At 10:30 o’clock the operator at Cory 
nelia, fifteen miles southeast of this place, 
wired Operator Jack Creasey, at Toccoa, 
that a cyclone was coming in this direction. 
That was the first intimation that any one 
in Toccoa had of the cyclone’s approach, 
and was the last time, up to this hour, 
11 a. m. Sunday, that any connection with 
the south could be had. 

At this hour the wires still refuse to work 
and all trains on the Southern are running 
Without orders.

Damage at Cartersville. 
Cartersville, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—A 
storm struck this locality between 7 and 
8 o'clock yesterday evening. The wind 
blew a straight gale and was accompanied 
by rapid and vivid flashes of lightning 
and large hailstones. Several glass win- 
dows at the home of Mr. J. A. Stover were 
broken into pieces ‘by the hail and 
wind. Numerous signs were blown down. 
A large brick building belonging to M. H. 
Gilreath had a section of its roof hlown 
in. A tall chimney from an adjacent struc- 
ture was blown onto the Jones livery sta- 
ble, mashing the roofgin, and came very 
near killing several horses. A large frame 
building, once used as a barytes mill, was 
blown completely down. Numerous fences 
and chimneys were blown down in the 
town and reports come from the country 
that there were numerous outhouses and 

fences blown down on the farm. 

The storm came from the southwest and 
seemed to be more furious near the city cn 
the south. 

Lightning at Winder. 

Winder, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—Winder 
was visited last night by a terrific hail and 
windstorm between 9 and 11 o’clock. 

Mr. George T. Arnold, a prominent stock 
dealer of this place, had two fine horses 
killed by lightning.

Roofs Blown Off in Marietta. 

Marietta, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—About 
8:30 o’clock last night Marietta was visited 
by a very heavy storm. The rain poured 
down in torrents and the wind was very 
strong. It was alarming for some minutes 
and many thought the result would be 
much more serious than it was. ; 

The roof was blown off of part of the 
building owned by Professor F. L. Freyer 
and occupied by The Marietta Journal.

They sought refuge wherever they 
could, many being caught on the streets, 
unable to reach any house. 

The cyclone lasted for a few minutes only. 
As soon as it was over, it was at once 
discovered that ‘the damage had been con- 


siderable. 
‘ Mrs. Miller Killed. 


‘‘'Phe only death was that of Mrs. 
about sixty years of age. 

Just as the cyclone came yp she went 
ftom the sitting room into her own room. 
This was the last time she was seen alive. 
At that moment the house collapsed, the 
whole of one side of Edwards Bros.’ large 
brick warehouse falling upon the rear of 
the Miller dwelling. The roof and ceiling 
of the house was crushed in upon Mrs. } 
Miller, covering ber under five or six feet 
of debris. After two hours’ hard labor, the 
body of Mrs. Miller, terribly mangled and 


torn, was recovered. 

The entire front end of the T. A. Capps 
two-story brick building was blown out, 
leaying Mr. Capps’s large stock of goods, 
filling two stores, at the mercy of the wind 
and rain. 

The tin roof was rolled into a perfect 
twist and blown across the city park. In the 
front end of this building Mr. R. Lh. McCon- 
nell rooms. He has been confined to his bed 
with rheumatism for more than a week. 
When the walls fell he was alone. He re- 
mained in his room helpless, with one wall 
blown away, until the wind subsided to 
some extent, when he managed to reach the 
streets in terrible agony. 

Stores and Warehouses Wrecked. 

The large brick warehouse of Edwards 
Bros. is a total wreck. The roofs are torn 
from the Simmon’s brick store, formerly 
occupied by Dance & Kilgo, and from the 
hovse occupied by R. L. McConnell. Sever- 
al small houses were blown from their 
pillars. One negro cabin was blown away, 
leaving the occupants unhurt on the floor. 

The Presbyterian and Baptist churches 
are badly damaged. Ebenezer Baptist 
church, about three miles from Toccoa, is 
reported as being a total wreck. 

A telephone message from Lavonia, twen- 
ty miles south of Toccoa, says that con- 
siderable damage was done the churches at 
that place. 

Wind at a Terrific Rate.

THREE KILLED IN TENNBSSEE. 


Tornado Strikes Madisonville, Doing 
Great Damage. 


‘ Chattanooga, Tenn., March 5.—A special 


to The Timés from Athens, Tenn., says that 
a terrific cyclone passed.over a portion of 
Madisonville and Monroe county last night, 
with disastrous results, Early in the evening 
a strong wind rose and at 7:20 last night 
a cyclone about sixty or seventy yards wide 
struck a portion of Madisonville, killing 
three persons, wounding ten or twelve oth- 
ers and completeiy destroying twelve or 
fifteen houses and several barns. The killed

without a scratch.

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KIPLING STILL IMPROVING. 


PHYSICIANS DECLARE HE IS RAP- 
IDLY GROWING BETTER. 


Convalescence Is Slow with Slight 
—— Fever, Says the 
Bulletin. |

New York, March 5.—According to the re- 
ports of his physicians, Rudyard Kipling 
is now far advanced on the way to re- 
covery. All through the hours of Satur- 
day night and early this morning the fa- 
vorable conditions increased. He slent 
peacefully many hours, and when he awoke 
it was. clear that he had made another 
powerful stride toward health. 

‘‘The improvement in Mr. Kipling’s 
condition,” said Dr. Doubleday this 
morning, “is perhaps more markei 
than at any previous period of his ill- 
ness. He is emphatically a winner this 
time.”’ 

The following official bulletin was posted 
at the Hotel Grenoble at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon: 

“Mr. .sipling is making slow con- 
valescence, with slight continuing fe- 
ver. The resolution in the lungs has 
advanced, though it is not yet com- 
plete.” 

It was said that Mr. Kipling’s daughter, 
Josephine, is dangerously ill at the home 
of Miss DeForest. She is reported to have 
suffered a @ight relapse during Saturday 
night, 

There was no change in the condition 
of Elsie, the younger daughter, who is 
suffering from pneumonia at the Hotel 
Grenoble. 

Mr. Kipling was still on the mend to- 
night. His younger daughter, Elsie, was 
reported also to be in very satisfactory 
condition, while his elder daughter, Jose- 
phine, is believed to be out of danger. 


POPE GROWS BETTER RAPIDLY. 


Pulse and Temperature Are Normal 
and Condition Good. 

Rome, March §.—The pope, who was in 
excellent spirits on rising this morning, de- 
sired the attendants in the ante-chamber 
to attend mass in his own room. The fol- 
lowing bulletin was issued at 10 a. m.: 


“His holiness passed a quiet night, get- 
ting several hours sleep. All the natural 
functions, the pulse and*the temperature 
are normal. It has not been necess to 
re-examine the wound. No medical bulletin 


will be issued this evening.” 
His holiness, who rose at. 10:30, returned 


to bed at 1:30 p. m. He has resumed his 
ordinary diet and his condition, mentally 
and physically, is good. 

He engaged his physicians in conversa- 
tien, and to their amazement. recited the 
entire last portion of the seventh canto of 
Dante's ‘“Paradise,’”” commenting upon va-~ 
rious passages as he proceeded.

“He is inde a marvelous man.’

SNOW-BOUND PEOPLE STARVING. 


Forty-Two Passengers om Board of a 
Train Need Food. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., March 5,—An Srient 
message for. relief was received today 
from the Cheyenne and Northern — in 
the snow at Iron Mountain. 

The provisions are reduced to a few 
beans and a little coffee, with forty-two 
persons on board to be fed. They have 
been snowed in for six days and the conidi- 
tions are desperate, as the adjacent ranches 
where food has hitherto been obtained are 
aboypt out of provisions. Parties who walk- 
ed in from the imprisoned train report the 
cuts drifted full of hard snow between 
here and Iron Mountain.

REDUCTION OF FORCE COMES IN 1901 


Senator Gorman’s Amendment Will 
Cause the Regular Force To Be 
Cut Down to About 30,000 
After Two Years from 

Next July. —

° Wiashington, jMarch 5,—(Special.)—Now 
that the army bill is a law there is naturally 
much interest in its provisions, There has 
been so much discussion of lifferent plans 
for the increase and réorganization of the 
army that only those on the ground have 
been abie to escape confusing those plans. 
It is natural, therefore, that there should 
be many inquiries as to just what bill dia 
pass. 

The administration bill, it will be recalled, 
was generally known as the Hull bill, while 
the democratic measure which was finally 
adopted in all its essentials has generally 
been called the Cockrell bill because the 
Senator from Missouri reported it. But it 
was almost identical with the bill intro- 
duced in the house by Mr. Hay, of Vir- 
ginia, for the democratic.minority; both 
measures were strongly vocated by Mr. 
Bryan when he came hefe after going out 
of the army. To call it the “dempcratic’’ 
bill would, therefore, seem more appro- 
priate than to give the credit to any one 
man, — 

The Salient Differences. 

The salient difference between the Hull 
bill and the bill which has become a law 
is that the Hull bill proposed a permanent 
increase of the army to approximately 
one hundre@ thousand, while the bill advo- 
cated by t democrets, and which has 
becomes law, makes the increase over the ; 
present, peace establishment only tempor- 
ary. This is the real difference—the real 
point of contention—and the opponents of 
the: administration plan were. victorious. 
It is weil to keep this fact: in mind, for 
we have not yet heard the last of this 
question of an increase in the regular army. 
It is likely to play an important part in 
the legislation, as well as the politics, of 
tHe future. 

The new law provides specifically, and— 
tfiarks to the Gorman amendment which 
the republicans had to accept—in no un- 
certain terms that on July 1, 1901, the army 
shall gowback to ihe rresent peace basis of, 
approximately, thirty thousand men. The 
only exception to this is the increase in 
the artillery strength from five regiments 
to seven; this increase foots up somehing 
over two thousand men. So that the army 
when on a peace basis in the future will 
foot up about 29,090 men. 

The Regular Army. 

That is the army of the United States 
as it is created by the present law. That 
is the regular army, as it is referred to 
in the bill. With regard to this regular 
army there are certain provision in this billl ¢ 
in the nature of reorganization, but they 
are of interest solely to the officers of the 
army. There are not many of these pro- 
visions, however. Those which relate. to 
the staff are of importance to the men 
holding war department positioris, but of 
very little interest to anybody else save 
these men and their friends. These changes 
are said to be for the promotion ,»of the 
efficiency of the service, and are doubtless 
s0 designed; it is also said, but whether 
with truth or not I do not pretend to say, 
that some of the provisions that were 
taken from the Hull bill are in the interest 
of certain individual officers. It ig fair to 
Say, certainly, that there wag no intention 
of any favoritism on the part of the ‘great 
majority of the members of the senate and 
the house who supported the bill. Perhaps 
one exception should be noted, but that will 
come later. 


The Temporary Increase. 

The most interesting and important part 
of the army bill is that referring to the 
increase provided for to meet the present 
emergencies. This increase comes in this 
shape: : 

The enlistment of the regular army up to 
65,000 enlisted men, and the further enlist- 
ment of 35,000 volunteers. 

This is provided in section 12 of the new 
law.

SANTIAGO PAPER DISPLEASED. 


American Methods Are Strongly Con- 
demned by Cuban Press. 
Santiago de Cuba, March 5.—El Porvenir, 
discussing the situation brought about by 
the orders from Havana limiting the total 
expenditure upon the departments of the 

provincial administration to $10,000, says: 


“There is only one course open to men 
who .are without work and food, namely— 
to become banditti. Hunger demands bread. 
The proceedings of the United States au- 
thorities at Havana are evidently antag- 
onistic to Major General Wood and born of 
jealousy of his success and popularity 
among al] classes of Cubans. Three thou- 
sand men have been thrown out of employ- 
ment at only a day’s notice, which must 
mean a serious menace to public peace and 
property.”’ 

The Independencia, El Cubano and The 
Santiago Herald comment in much the same 
strain. 

Two companies of the Fourth immune 
regiment arrived in the city today, nominal- 
ly to receive horses, but it is expected that 
they will remain just a week, returning to 
Manzanillo. 

The courtmartial of John Williams, of 
the Ninth immune regiment, charged with 
complicity in the murderous affray at San 
Luis on November l4th, is still in session. 
Thus far the prosecution has offered two 
eye witnesses, but the other testimony is 
conflicting. 

The judge advocate complains that there 
is considerable perjury among the officers 
of the regiment. The accused is defended 
by Major Harrison, whose orderly he was 
at the time. The case will probably last an- 
other ten days a and a conviction is possible. 


ENGINEER AND FIREMAN KILLED 


Fast Train on the Pennsylvania Road 
Runs Into-a Landslide. | 

Huntingdon, Pa., March 5.—The first Aec- 
tion of the fast newspaper train due here at 
7 o’clock was wrecked one mile east of this 
place this morning by a landslide, which 
resulted from last night’s heavy fall of 
rain. 

Engineer Robert McCutchin and Fireman 
J. C. Troce, Loth of Harisburg, were in- 
Sstantly killed. They were caught under 
the debris of the demolished engine. Mce- 
Cutchin’s body was burned beyond recog- 
nition. 

The tender of the engine was driven half 
through the express car, but its occupant, 
Expressman J: O. Matter, escaped injury. 
The few passengers on the train were un- 
hurt.

BANNER OF THE JASPER BLUES. 


Will Be Brought to Georgia and Re- 
turned to Company. 

Boston, Mass., March 5.—(Special.)\—When 
the First Maine cavalry returned home in 
1865 they Lrought with them to Bucksport a 
trophy. It was a beautiful silk flag bound 
with a wide fringe; and to it was attached 
a heavy silken cord and tassels. In the 
field upon one side was the inscription: 
“The Jasper Blues,’’ upon the other, ‘‘Vic- 
tory or Death.”” The possessor has long 
cherished the idea of returning the flag to 
its former owner, but had not been able to 
locate the Jasper Blues definitely until 
within a short time. Last summer, among 
the many visitors to Bucksport was a 
gentleman from Georgia who at once recog- 
nized the name of the Jasper Blues as that 
of a company formed in Jasper county, 
Georgia, at the outbreak of the civil war. 
Upon his return south he caused to be 
printed in The Atlanta Constitution an in- 
quiry in regard to the Jasper Blues, which 
brought a response from the only surviving 
officer, one of the ten survivors of the com- 
pany. Details have.Leen arranged and the 
flag will be sent south this week. 

The Jasper Blues entered the service Oc- 
tober 18, 1861, in Savannah, Ga., for six 
months as state troops, under Governor Jo- 
seph E. Brown. Its officers were as fol- 
lows: Captain J, B. M. Phillips, Lieutenants 
W. D. Cornwell, W. H. Key and W. P. 
Persons, the latter being the only surviving 
officer.

Manila, March 6, 10:35.—In the last two 
days there has been a very noticeable 
change in Manila for the better, proLably 
due to the arrival of regenforcements for 
the American troops. mbers of people 
are.seen upon the stre and the amount 
of busisfess transacted In the ‘stores has 
marvelously increased. Yesterday the Lu- 
neta’ was blocked with carriages for the 
first time since the outbreak and the band 
of the Twentieth regulars played a number 
of airs,.and it was hard to believe that a 
state of war existed. 

Outside the city there was desultory firing 
throughout the day, and at various points 
the sharpshooters were most annoying. At 
San Pedro Macati the rebels are very ac- 
tive, erecting intrenchmentg in front of the 
position occupied by the Washington troops, 
although a two-gun battery of the Sixth ar- 
tillery repeatedly shelled them. The enemy 
is fully alive to the fact that Mausers have 
a much longer range than the Springfields 
and are taking “‘pot shots” in comparative 
safety. The American soldiers dislike this 
passive. resistance and are eager for the 
excitement of an active campaign. 

Despite the heat the health of the men 
in the trenches has improved remarkably. 

Assistant Engineer Winship, of the gun- 
boat Bennington, was wounded in both legs 
yesterday by a volley from the shore. 

The maritime steamer E} Cano has arrived 
from Iloilo with advices that all is quiet 
there and that business is brisk. The na- 
tives in the interior, the steamer reports, 
are levying upon the supplies in the hands 
of the natives and seriously interfering 
with the work upon the plantations.

Union Pacific Railway Will Dispose 
of Farms in the West.

The disposition 
of the property and the confirmation of the 
sale will practically ciean up all the finan- 
cial difficulties of the road incurred previous 
to the taking contro) by the present man- 
agement. The wpset price is $4,005,000 for all 
the land in the four states.

Washington, March 5.—The official state- 
ment of nag rescntative Joseph G, Cannon, 
of li'inols, e chairman of the house ap- 
propriations committee, summing up the 
appropriations of the fifty-fifth congreas, 
shows an aggregate appropriation by the 
entire congress of $1,566,890,016, and for thea 
séssion just closed of $673,658,400, with au- 
thority for contracts-subject to future ap- 
propriations amounting too $70,700,000, Chaig- 
man Cannon’s statement in full follows: 

‘The appropriations made at the sessio?t 
of congress just closed amount approxi- 
mately to $673,658,400, and show an apparent 
reduction of $219,573,000 under the apprupri- 
ations made at the preceeding session. 

“This is attributable to the large ex- 
penses occasioned by the war with Spain 
that were provided for during the preced- 
iag session, 

“The entire opprepriations made by 
the fifty-Sfth congress aggregate $1,566,- 
$90,016.28, Of this sum $482,562,083.47 is 
directly chargable to our late war with 
Spain or incident thereto. Deducting 
this charge from the whole amount of 
appropriations, the remainder, $1,0%4,- 
327,682.51,° represents the ordinary or 
normal ‘appropriations made by the fif- 
ty-fifth congress. 

“The appropriations made by the preced- 
ing congress, the fifty-fourth, amounted to 
$1,044,580,273.87. A comparison shows an in- 
crease in ordinary appropriations made by 
that congress, the fifty-fourth, of $39,747,000, 
but this apparent increase ig more than 
accounted for by increases under eight 
items alone, namely, for pensions, $4,000,000; 
for the postal service $16,000,000; for rivers 
and harbors, including work, under con- 
tracts previously authorized, $3,600-000; for 
new ships for the navy $6,000,000; for be- 
ginning the work of the twelfth census 
$1,000,000; for the Paris exposition $1,200,000: 
for new public buildings, including the 
building for the department of- justice, for

CUMBERLAND RIVER BOAT SINKS 


Steamer Hits a Pier of a Bridge and 
Quickly Goes Down. 
Clarksville, Tenn., March 5.~While going 
through the draw of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad bridge avross the Cum- 
berland river here, at 1:10 o’clock this 
morning, the Ryman line steamer H. W. 
Buttorff was blown against the stone piers 
by a heavy wind and the starboard side 
Ladly stove in. She began to rapidly fill 
with water and sink, but Pilot James Wil- 
kerson succeeded in landing the steamer 
about four hundred yards below the bridge 

and opposite Clarksville. 

The eighteen passengers and all the 
crew had reached the shore when the But- 
torff careened and sank. She was valued at 
$15,000 and will probably be a total loss. 
Her cargo consisted of merchandise and 
was valued at $2,000, and most of it is lost. 
Several head of mules were drowned. Cap- 
tains Tom Ryman and T. M. Gallagher, of 
Nashville, owned the Buttorff and she was 
commanded by Captain J. S. Tyner. No 
blame is attached to Pilot Wiikerson.or any 
of the officers. 

The Buttorfg was one of the finest boats 
in the Cumberland river trade. She ran be- 
tween Nashville and Paducah. 


TRANSPORT ENCOUNTERS STORM. 


Puebla Reaches San Francisco from 
Manila with Sick Soldiers. 

San Francisco, March 5.—The transport 
City of Puebla arrived at this port today, 
after an eventful voyage from Manila.

PICKING LAST YEAR’S COTTON. 


Arkansas Planters Were Unable To 
Secure Farm Hands. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 5.—Reliable re- 
ports from the cotton raising counties -in 
this state indicate that a large amount of 
the 1898 crop is yet unpicked and that thou- 
-sands of bales of the staple will rot un- 
‘gathered in the fields. 

On some of the big bottom plantations on 
the Arkansas river the situation is unprece- 


dented. On many farms cotton pickers and}; 


planters are at work in the same field, the 
pickers gathering the cotton raised last 
year, while the plowmen are preparing their 
land behind the pickers for the planting 
of the next crop. In some instances fields 
of cotton were turned into winter pastures 
for stock, cattle licking the locks from the 
bolls and devouring it, the seed seemingly 
furni$hing a nutritious food. 
In the hills fields of cotton have in some 
Places been plowed under and corn will be 
planted instead. In the southern portion of 
' Lonoke county, one of the most fertile cot- 
‘ ton sections of the state, there are immense 
fields of coffon now standing, from which 
not a bale has been marketed. In that lo- 
cality their are S00-acre fields df cotton of 
luxuriant growth from which none has yet 
been picked and from which none can now 
| be saved. 

This situation is accounted for both on 
account of the weather and the scarcity 
of pickers. In the fall these fields were 
almost covered with water and later, when 
the weather was favorable, pickers could 
not be obtained. This cotton is now worth- 
tess and is a total loss to the planters. 


LARGE FACTORY DESTROYED. 


West Huntsville Works Consumed by 
Fire. 

Huntsville, Ala., March 5.—(Special.)—The 
West Huntsville furniture factory, two 
miles west of the city, was entirely de- 
stroyed by fire this morning between the 
hours of 4 an 5 o’clock.

Peking, March 5.—The Tsung Li Yamen 
(Chinese foreign office) has returned to the 
Italian charge 4d’affaires, Marquis Salvago 
Raggi, his dispatch containing the demand 
of the Italian government for a lease of 
San Mun bay on the same conditions as 
those under which Germany holds Kiao- 
Chou bay, accompanying it with a letter 
declaring that the Chinese government is 
unable to grant the request, 

The demand of the Italian government 
for a ninety-nine year lease of San Mun 
bay, province of Che-Kiang, as a coaling 
station and naval base, includes also a de- 
mand for the concession of three islands off 
the coast of Che-Kiang, with the right to 
construct a railroad from San Mun bay to 
Poyang lake and to preferential railroad 
and\mining privileges within a sphere of in- 
fluence covering the southern two-thirds of 
Che-Kiang province. 

The action of the Italian government has 
caused great excitément In Peking, not only 
among the Chinese, but also among the 
foreign diplomats, the Chinese being con- 
vinced that Great Britain was chiefly _re- 
sponsible for the demand and that it had 
been made to emphasize Great Britain’s 
displeasure at the turn which the railroad 
question had taken. 

The representative of a great power was 
reported to have said that the moment had 
arrived for international’control of China, 
and it was also asserted that if the policy 
of “spheres of influence’’ was to be inau- 
gurated, the United States would doubtless 
have a say in the matter with a probable 
preference for the province of Chi Ti. 

| Grant Will Not Be Made. | 

Rome, March §.—Little attention is paid 
here to the refusal of the Chinese govern- 
ment to grant the requested lease of San 
Mun bay to be used as a naval base and 
coaling station. No doubt is entertained 
that the concession will be made after 
further negotiations. Rear Admiral Frenet 
embarked today on the Italian cruiser 
Stromboli, at Naples, to take command of 
the Italian squadron in Chinese waters. 

Italy Lands Marines. 


London, March §.—The. Rome correspond- 
ent of The Daily Mail says: 

‘The Italian warships have landed ma- 
rines at San Mun bay, thus virtually tak-

encugH, and there does not seem to be any 
ground for doubt or misunderstanding. 
Officers To Be Provided. 

Now as to the officers. The president is 
authorized to appoint major generals so 
that there shall be not more than one for 
every 12,000 enlisted men, including the three 
major generals of tke regular army; and 
also brigadier generals not to exceed one 
for every 4,000 enlisted men, including the 
six brigadier generals of the regular army. 
The discretion is entirely with him whether 
he retains such of the present generals as 
have not been discharged or appoint new 
ones entirely; that is, of course, the volun- 
teer generals. Regular army officers who 
are continued or appointed as general or 
staff or field officers of volunteers will not 
vacate their regular army commissions; and 
the date set for the end of this volunteer 
service is with officers as with men—the Ist 
of July, 1901. 

The officers of the volunteer staff to be 
appointed, or continued in service, by the 
president are as follows: 


Three assistant adjutant generals with 
the rank of lieutenant colonel, and six assis- 
tant adjutant generals with the rank of 
major.

* There is a special provision for the tem- 
porary ré-enlistment of the troops now 
seeing service in the Philippines and which, 
under the general terms of the section, are 
to be mustered out.

That the president is authorized to eh- 
list temporarily in service for Sakiibaie 
necessary purposes in the Philippine islands 
volunteers, officers and men, individually 
or by organization, now in those islands

Features of Law Summarized. 

These are the salient features of the 
new law. So far as the regular army is 
concerned, there is practically no change 
from the existing law. There is a slight 
increase in the size of the artillery arm— 
an increase of two regiments. But aside 
from that there is no change in the reg- 
ular army on the peace basis. 

The great increases provided are tempo- 
rary and are made, as the bill says, to 
meet the present exigencies. All of these 
increases are to be wiped out on the ist 
of July, 1901; if the necessity for them does 
not cease even before that. 

The men recruited for the regular army 
to carry it to its war basis of 65,000 will, 
of course, go into that organization as it 
stands. The three battalion formation fur- 
nishes the opportunity for the absorbtion 
of these extra troops. 

The volunteers now in service are to be 
mustered out, but such of them as desire 
individually or by commands to go into the 
army under these new provisions are to 
be given opportunity. 

As to the volunteer officers to be ap- 
pointed, as stated, the manner of the selec- 
tion is in the hands of the president and 
he has not stated definitely what method 
he will follow, but his intimations are that 
the men who went into the war with Spain 
are to be given first chance. 

: How To Be Raised. 

The war department has not yet deter- 
mined what method will be followed in 
securing the volunteers under the new 
law. It is probable that the method pur- 
sued in Mising the immune regiments un-

United States ymasters Are En

Havana, March §,—Goyernor General 
Brooke, referring to the complaints made 
at Santiago that a large number of laborers 
have been thrown out of work by an appa- 
rent ¢eduction in the financial allotment 
to Santiago province, says that the funds 
furnished the several provinces. by the 
authorities at Havana have in all cases 
been equal to the respective requisitions. 

General Maximo Gomez yesterday sent 
Governor General Brooke by the hand of 
Inspector General Rolff, of Cuban army, a 
statement of the number of men in the 
army. It is ‘understood that the total 
reaches 48,000—32,000) privates, 10,000 non- 
commissioned officers and the rest com- 
missioned officers from major generals to 
sub-lieutenants. About 10,000 privates en- 
listed in 1895; 8,000 in 1896; 4,000 in 1897, and 
8,000 in 1898. In the case of 2,000 the enlist- 
ment date is not known. These general 
statements are insufficient as a basis for 
the payment, and a more detailed list of 
the various’ commands, with the names 
and whereabouts of the soldiers, is neces- 
sary. This, it is understood, General Go- 


mez will supply. 

General Brooke has received a telegram 
from Washington saying that paymasters 
with the .$3,000,000 will arrive here next 
week. Ik is not likely that any trouble 
which the Afférican authorities cannot cir- 
cumvent will arise in connection with the 
actual payment. 

In Manzanillo, Spanish laborers are wn- 
able to obtain employment on plantations 
owned by Cubans, the owners refusing to 
give them work becaiise of their nation- 
ality. Three hundred have migrated to 
the island, of Santo Domingo, the dis- 
patches received from. them saying that 
they have found work and that there is 
room for-four- thousand more. Many, how- 
ever, prefer to remain in Cuba. 

Certain paniands in Havana are mak- 
ing arran@améats fora transfer to Pinar 
del Rio, where feneral Williston, the mili- 
tary govertitr, who ‘favors the idea, will 
co-operate ‘in’ the undertaking. 

Tt is @iid that Senor Jose Kanuza, secre- 
tary of justice in the governor general’s 
advisory cabinet, is preparing an amnesty 
decree for General Brooke’s approval, re- 
leasing all against whom prosecutions are 
pending for alleged political offenses. 

The newspapers assert that some of the 
regulations drafted for the new police 
force are contrary to -erteting, civil, and 
criminal law and that confusion surely will 
result when the two systems.come into, 
conflict.

Loss of Life on River. 

Decatur, Ala., March 5.—(Special.)—About 
dark last evening, the most terrific storm 
of wind, hail and lightning struck this 
place, doing great damage to property as 
discovered today. Mafhy houses were un- 
roofed and the usuat incidents of a wind 
storm were plentiful, Not until this after- 
noon late, however, was it discovered how 
serious was the hurricane, which is esti- 
mated to have had a velocity of over sixty 
miles an hour. The huge tower of the long 
distance ,t@lephone company, 140 feet high, 
which carries the wires spanning the Ten- 
nessee,. Was snapped like a reed. Several 
manufacturing plants are suspended on ac- 
count of dismantled smokestacks and injur- 
ed machinery. 

About dark Captain Simpson McKee, of 
the Luke Pryor, plying between here and 
Chattanooga, came in and reported that he 
found a large raft below Whitesburg which 
has been broken up. The raft was being 
brought to Arantz Bros. by four white men, 
who were evidently lést in the storm, as 
their boat ‘was destroyed. The names of the 
men could not be learned, bgt they all have 
families in Tennessee. Had the men escaped 
they would have telephoned from Whpites- 
burg, fifteen miles from here... Searching 
parties have gone to find the bodies. 

In the Kanawha Valley. 

Charleston, W.'Va., March 6§.—Thée Ka- 
‘nawha valley was visited today by one of 
the Worst floods in lodal ‘histoty.° After 
several days of heavy rainfall the Kanawha 
Elk river, in an unprecedented short time, 
has covered almost the entire valley. Char- 
leston is almost entirely under water. Four 
feet surround the state capitol. The mayor 
and leading citizens have opened a relief 
station and are distributing provisions and 
clothing among the suffering. Considerable 
damage has been caused to the coal prop- 
erty along the Kanawha river. Tonight the 
waterworks, gas plants and the electric 
light works are shut down and the city is 
in darkness. Hundreds of families are 
quartered in the city building, capitol, 
courthouse and other buildings. A consid- 
erable distance of the Kanawha and Mich- 
igan railway between here and Point Pleas- 
art is under water, and it will be four or 
five days before traffic is resumed. The 
indications, however, are that tonight the 
flood has reached its height and will tom- 
mence to fall by morning. 

Heavy Rains in Ohio. 

Cincinnati, March 6.—During the last two 
days there has been a heavy rainfall, prin- 
cipally south and east of the Ohio river, 
extending from below the Kentucky river 
up to Morgantown, W. Va. On the north 
side of the Ohio the streams are full, but 
not dangerous. Above Parkersburg to the 
source of the river the streams are high, 
but not at all dangerous to the extent of 
those in West Virginia and Kentucky. The 
heaviest rise is in the Great Kanawha, but 
‘the Little Kanawha, the Big Sandy, the 
Licking and the Kentucky riversjare pour- 
ing in tremendoug floods. Nothing yet has 
been heard from{ the Tennessee and the 
Cumberland, but from reports of rainfalls 
in the watershed of these rivers it-is pre- 


rland. 


sumed that they are kéeping pace with the 
rivers above them on the left bank of the 
Ohio. 

A saving clause in the situation is the 
fact that everywhere south and east of 
the Ohio river the weather tonight is windy, 
clear and cold. At all points on the Ohio 
river from Gallipolis down to the Kentucky 
river the Ohlo is rising. There seems to 
have been a trough of very heavy rainfall 
in West Virginia between the base of the 
Alleghenies and the Ohio river. At Cincin- 
nati the river is forty-eight feet at’9 o’clock

Toulon, March 5.—The nava! powder mag- 
azine of LaGoubran, between LaSeyne and 
Toulon, in the department of Var, south- 
ern France, exploded at 2:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

All of the soldiers on duty at that time 
- were killed, and a number of inhabitants 
of the surrounding district, the buildings 
in which were razed, also fell victims. 
Forty corpses have already been recovered. 
The cause ot the explosition is not known. 

fifty thousand kilogrammes of black pow- 
der exploded. It looks as though a vol- 
Canic eruption had occurred, the country 
being swept almost bare within a radius 
of two miles, houses destroyed, trees over- 
turned and distorted, fields devastated and 
covered with stones and impalpable dust. 

Some of the stones aré enormous. One 
weighing fifty kilogrammes fell in the sub- 
urb of Pone de Las. Signs of the explo- 
Sion are evident in &ll the suburbs of Tou- 
lon and in the city iteelf. .Even at St. Jean 
de Var, five miles distant, windows were 
shattered and doors battered in, 

Of seven sentries, four were killed out- 
right, and the others severely injured, the 
Corporal being literally scalped and the 
scalp was overhanging his face like a veil. 

A large number of soldiers are now em- 
ployed in clearing away the debris, but the 
work is very difficult. 

It is impossible to ascertain accurately 
the number killed, but it is believed that no 

fewer than a hundred were injured. 

) Although it was a clear night, the explo- 
sion was so terrific as to produce a slight 
rainfall. é 

Fortunately, the neighboring magazines 
escaped. It 1s now believed that the ex- 
plosion originated in chemica) decomposi- 
tion in smokeless powder. There is no sug- 
gestion of foul play. 

Today the whole city is in mourning, flags 
are at half mast, the theaters are draped 
and the casinos are closed. Both the gov- 
ernment and municipal authorities are for- 
warding relief funds. M. Lockroy, min- 
ister wf marine, has telegraphed 10,000 
francs toward the maintenance of the fam- 
llies of the victims, and a public subscrip- 
tion has been opened here. 


Four of the injured have succumbed to 


their injuries. It is believed that fifteen 


are still buried in the debris. 

All the bod’es found.or recovered are hor- 
ribly mutilated. Sixteen were found on the 
rocks near the shore, and it is feared that 
others were precipitated into the sea, 

The scene at the village of La Goubran 
was appalling. 

Telegrams from Nice say the explosion 
was distinctly felt there.

“3. That his urbanity to all has evoked 
universal commendation and sincere desire 
that we may again have the pleasure of his 
presence. 

“4. That copies of these resolutions be 
furnished Judge Evans and the newspapers 
at Hawkinsville and Sandersville by the 
secretary.”

FIFTY-THREE YEARS A TEACHER. 


Professor Wynne, of Cochran, Con- 
cludes To Retire. 

Cochran, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—Coch- 
ran claims to have the oldest school teacher 
in the state of Georgia in the person of 
Professor C. W. M. Wynne, who began his 
career as teacher in the spring of 1846 and 
has continued steadily with the exception of 
one year, 1852, making fifty-two consecutive 
years that he has followed the business. 

Most of his teaching has-been in Pulaski 
county, though a part of the time in old 
Irwin (now Wilcox) and Wilkinson ccunties. 
He has taught in a dozen localities, for 
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PROFESSOR C. W. M. WYNNE. 


the first twenty-six years having fine 
schools at every place. 

He moved to Cochran during 1873 and 
opened the first school ever taught in 
Cochran, then called Dykesboro. The town 
and surrounding country was well can- 
vassed and only twenty pupils could be 
made up, but before the term closed the 
scholarship increased to fifty,’ and the sec- 
ond term opened with seventy-five. 

During the fifty-two years’ work he has 
taught between one and two thousand dif- 
ferent pupils, some of whom are now pa- 
rents and grandparents, making three dis- 
tinct generations. 

Since teaching in Cochran he has survived 
thirty-five different literary teachers and 
there are but few families in Cochran but 
that Pre@fessor Wynne has taught some of 
their number. 

During State School Commissioner Brad- 
well’s term of office he informed Mr. Wynne 
that he was then the oldest teacher in 
Georgia. 

Professor Wynne now thas an extremely 
large and flourishing school and seems to 
have as much enthusiasm and feels ‘as 
much interest in the children as he ever 
did, but decided that he has done enough 
of the work in this line to resign and give 
up the work to others.

Two Darkies Placed in Bibb Jail Charged 


with Murder, 
THEY CARVED TWO VICTIMS 


One Row Was Over Money—The Other 
About a Woman. 


EUGENE COUCH SOON TO BE RELEASED 


Says He Will Bring Suit Against Ex- 
press Company for Damages. 
General Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 5.—This morning at 10 
o’clock Gus Smith, colored, was arrested 
by Policemen Calloway and Hall and lock- 
ed up at the police station charged with 
having murdered George Chiles, a negro. 
The coroner’s jury held an inquest today 
and rendered a verdict of murder, declar- 
ing that Chiles died from a knife wound 
made by Smith. The cutting happened last 
night. about 10 o’clock near First street 
and close in front of Bibb mill No. 2. Chiles 
was stabbed in the left breast. He walked 
several hundred yards to a house in Cole 
alley, near his own home, and not being 
able to proceed further, went in and told 
the inmates that a man named Gus, who 
worked at the McCow Manufacturing Com- 
pany, had cut him. He died at 2 o’clock 
this morning. 

It developed at the coroner’s inquest that 
Chiles, who wags a married man, had been 
paying attention to a colored girl named 
Mamie Brooks, sister-in-law of Gus Smith. 
The parents of the Brooks girl objected 
to Chiles’s attentions to her. Last night 
Chiles called on the girl and Smith com- 
manded thim to leave the house and fussed 
at him. Chiles departed and Smith fol- 
lowed him, and after Chiles had gone up 
the street a short distance he was fatally 
stabbed by Smith. When Smith was ar- 
rested at his home today he at first pre- 
tended he did not know for what he :had 
been arrested, but then told the officers if 
they wanted him for fighting Chiles, they 
must arrest Chiles also. Smith at that time 
did not know Chiies was dead. Chiles 
worked at the compress. 

| A Second Murder. 

Aleck Ward, colored, died this morning 
at the city hospital from the effects of a 
knife stab inflicted in the left side near the 
heart by another negro named Will Pos- 
sum. The difficulty happened last Tuesday 
night at 10 o’clock. ‘The negrves were in 
attendance at an entertainment, and it is 
said Possum commenced quarreling with 
Ward about some money. Ward left the 
entertainment and was followed by Pos- 
sum, who cut Ward. Ward ran a little 
distance after being stabbed and then fell 
on the ground, and was taken in the patrol 
wagon to the hospital. It was decided at 
the time that Ward was fatally cut. He 
gradually grew worse and died this morn- 
ing. Possum fled immediately after the cut- 
ting and has not yet been apprehended. 


Couch To Be Released. 

Tomorrow Eugene Couch, of Atlanta 
and uiustell, will be reieased from the po- 
lice barracks, where he has been confined 
for the past thirty days serving a sentence 
imposed on him by the recorder for: dis:

The allege- 
tion is that Baughn had attached a trunk 
of Couch’s wife for a medical bill of $12.8, 
and Eugene Couch and his brother, Francis 
Couch, were: discovered trying to remove. 
the trunk out of a window of the house. 
It is said tod@uy that the warrant against 
Couch will be withdrawn tomorrow and he 
will not be prosecuted. Couch says he 
will go immediately to Austel] to see his 
wife. His wife left Macon for Austell the 
night her husband was arrested. Couch’s 
brother, Francis, also departed from Ma- 
con the same night. 

Eugene Couch and his wife had been in 
Macon about three weeks prior to the 
arrest of Couch. Shortly after’their ar- 
rival Mrs. Couch’s sister, Wienough, camfe 
to Macon from Austell, and she was fol- 
lowed by Francis Couch, It is not Known 
what brought the two sisters and two 
brothers to Macon. 

Eugene Couch says he intends to sue the 
Southern Express Company for $25,000 dam- 
age for false arrest and imprisonment on 
the charge of being implicate@ in an ex- 
press train robbery last May. Francis 
Couch has already instituted suit against 
the express company for $25,000 for the 
same cause. The brothers were arrested 
and kept in jail] in Alabama some time 
and then released.

One of the Most Prominent Citizens of 
Hart County Laid To Rest. 

Hartwell, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)—The 
funeral of Hon. Frederick B. Hodges 
brought together one of the largest assem- 
blages of the Kind ever known in this 
county. 

The late Senator Hodges had the esteem 
and confidence of the entire community, 
and the news of his death was received 
in the nature of @ public affliction.

on the farm, picking up an education as 
he went. So successful was he in the lat- 
ter that while still a boy he vegan to 
teach a country school. In 1854, when 
Hartwell was laid out, he came here end 
engaged in the mercdartile business. In 
1857, being a practical surveyor, ne was 
elected county surveyor of Hart, which po- 
sition he held until 1960, when he was elect- 
ed ordinary. This office he held until 1568. 

When the war between the states broke 
out he was apj;wvinted by Colonel Thomas 
W. Thomas commissary of the F'ftieth 
Georgia regiment snd received a captain’s 
commission. This office he. was compelled 
to resign at Pine Creek camp, in Virginia, 
in the fall of 1861 on the account of fail- 
ing health. 

In 1868, when Governor’ Brown made a 
call for the officers of the estate, he volun- 
teered and raised a company in this corn- 
ty, which was afterwards known as com- 
pany A of General Toombs’s cavalry regi- 
ment, 

Soon after the war he studied law and 
was admitted to the bar, and at once enter- 
ed into a lucrative practice, which he held 
until 1888, when on account of failing t.ealth, 
he retired -to private life, to.devote his at- 


tention to his large farming and milling | 


interests. 

In 1877 he was elected genator of the 
thirty-first senatorial district with a hard- 
some majority over one of the brightest 
and most popular men of the district. He 
was therefore a member of the body which 
tried Georgia’s famous impeachment cases 
and introduced the second bill in the first 
senate under the present constitution of the 
state, viz: ‘A bill to regulate and restrict 
the rate of interest in the state.’”’ In the 
senate he always favored measures looking 
to retrenchment in every branch of the 
government. Leaving the senate, he devot- 
ed himself to his private bus‘Ress and law, 
keeping aloof from politics. 

In 1890 Colonel Hodges was again nom- 
inated as senator for the thirty-first dis- 
trict at the instance of his fellow citizens, 
and contrary to his wishes. He was elect- 
ed without opposition and proved to be a 
valuable member. On account of his 
broadmindedness he was highly esteemed 
by his brother senators and was considered 
one of the most valuable members of the 
senate of 1890-91, and served. on a number 
of the mast important committees of this 

Colonel Hodees was an honored member 
of the Masonic fraternity and held impor- 
tant positions {n_ the lodge, including the 
presiding office of worshipful master.

GOLD MINERS 


IN CONFERENCE 


They Form a Permanent Organization 
To Promote the Belt’s Interests. 


THEY ALL CARRY SPECIMENS 


They Usually Have Small Pieces of 
Ore in Their Pockets. 


MOST HAD VIALS OR QUILLS OF DUST 


The Annual Meeting Will Be Held in 
Atlanta Next November—Activ- 
ity in the Minera] Field. 


Gold miners from all over north Georgia 
Tield a convention Saturday in the city 
council chamber and formed a permanent 
organization. 

The body will be known as the Southern 
Gold Miners’ Association. 

Some of the best known miners in the 
state were there. They wore gold and sil- 
ver ribbons as long as the colors worn by 
college boys at a football game. 

All of them had little pieces of rock or 
a glass vial or a quill in their pockets. 
Whether it was a quill, a via] or a rock, it 
contained gold, hard and yellow. Some 
miners had two or three little glass bot- 
tles concealed on-his person, These bottles 
contained no liquids, but some of them had 
as much as two tablespoonsful of coarse 
yellow grains and nuggets. Sometimes a 
ribbon wearing delegate would take out an 
old pocketbook, extract something and 
carefully unwrap the tissue paper. Inside 
would be a handsome piece of gold—a nug- 
get weighing anywhere from three to twen- 
ty-five pennyweights. ? 


Gold wears away so rapidly that miners 
take great care of it. They wrap it up ten- 
derly and never think of carrying it loose 
in their pockets. 

The.miners had many interesting things 
to talk. about before and after they ad- 
journed. They discussed the latest finds, 
the development work on this and that 
property, and the doings of the newest 
comers into the field. One would judge 
from talking with the miners that some 
of them are making money and that many 
have been doing more legitimate develop- 
ment work than ever before. They. have 
about al] come to the conclusion that there 
is very little to be made-out of free milling 
propositions, pure and simply. There ought 
to be concentration where the ore is run 
through a stamp mill and the concentrates 
can be chlorinated or smelted. A number of 
miners, speaking of the new smelter which 
is to be put up here, said that they could 
not afford to ship their crude ore, but could 
mill and stamp their concentrates, which 
would stand the cost of hauling, freight and 
emelting. 

The concentrates from a $4 ore would pay 
handsomely to ship. Some miners were 
talking about concentrates which run more 
than $300 per ton.

Saloons ‘Were All Closed There on 
| Sunday. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 5.—(Special.)— 
For the first time in months it was almost 
next to an impossibliity to get a drink in 
this city yesterday. As was intimated, the 
saloon ‘men have resolved among them- 
selves to keep their places of business 


closed on Sunday, and it is proposed to see 
to it that no one will sell on the Lord’s day 
hereafter. It is stated that the saloon men 


came to this conclusion a few days since, | 


and today the people were surprised to find 
that the doors of the saloons were closed 
and liquor was not to be obtained. It is 
further stated that there will be presented 
to the city council an ordinance for adop- 
tion which will prevent saloon people from 
allowing any one entering tneir places of 
business on Sunday, with the exception of 
employees. 

This is said to be an outcome of the 
general fight which the chureh people in- 
tend making on the v@iisky business. As 
expressed by a wholesale liquor dealer 
prominent in the state, “the sdloon people 
have come to the conclusion that they will 
have to make some concessions,”’ and it is 
believed that the business hereafter wil] be 
run on strict.y legitimate lines, as far as 
that business can be run.

Here’s a little 
incident that happened a few days ago and 
came near starting the ball rolling: Our 
picket line extends right out against theirs, 
with only a bridge between, and as they 
posted a sentry on the bridge, we did the 
Same. They promptly ordered him to leave,

@uns’ (they call] it artillery) on the trenches. 
Their request was complied with, though 
followed by a general call to arms. 
was at exactly 9 a. m,, and at 9:28 we had 
over 11,000 arms in the vicinity, including 
cavalry,-artillery and infantry. General 
Anderson. then .made his little ‘spiel’ by 
giving them just fifteen minutes to remove 
their guns. We waited in full sight and 
saw the ‘popguns’ disappear. The sentry 
was dgain posted (and is stil] there) when 
‘to the rear’ was sounded and we returned.’’

While’ oh this subject Mr. Redding 
says: 

While’it {fs true that too large an area— 
in the aggregate—is arnualiy devoted to 
cotton by the southern farmers, it is equal- 
ly ‘true that too large-an area has been 
devoted ‘to eorn-in the aggregate. The fail- 
ure of an individual farmer to secure a sat- 
isfactory profit from ‘his cotton crop may be 
attributed to two causes, viz: (l)gthe low 
market price, and (2) the too high cost of 
production. The first cause, the too low 
market price, the farmer cannot control; 
the second cause, the too high cost of pro- 
duction, the’ farmer may reasonably con- 
trol. It is therefore the true poliey to work 
to reduce the cost of production. 

While agreeing with the proposition of 
Colonel Redding as to the business ne- 
cessity at all times of making the cost 
of production as low as possible, we are 
not quite sure that we understand him 
when he says that too large an area has 
been given to corn. An Atlanta mer- 
chant, for instance, hag just given one 
of the railroads centering here an order 
for the importation from the west of 
one hundred carloads of corn. It might 
not pay the Georgia farmer to raise that 
corn to sell in the general markets of 
the United States, but when we consider 
the time price which he will have to 
pay for that part of it which comes to 
himself, We are quite sure that it would 
have paid him to have anticipated that 
want by having raised it himself. 

The true policy for every farmer this 
March morning is, by hook or crook, to 
so direct his work that he need come 
to town for nothing in the shape of food 
this fall. Each farmer, from his ‘own 
surroundings, must mature his own 
plan, but all plans should point to the 
one purpose—the wiping out of the ad- 
verse balance of trade which  gtands 
against Georgia.

An Echo from the Past. 

Colonel Thomas Wentworth Higgin- 
son writes to The Nation to say that Mr. 
Page’s novel “Red Rock” shows “how 
hard it is to write history,” since “even. 
so able a man, and one who so obvious- 
ly wishes to be candid should yet leave 
out of sight some of the essential points” 
on which the whole question: of south- 
ern reconstruction and northern carpet- 
baggers turned. According to Colonel 
Higginson, Mr. Page “overlooks two 
points which make the key to the whole 
situation.” 

The first of these points “is the fact 
that negro suffrage was absolutely the 
only method by which the negroes, who 
had proved almost the sole. southern 
friends of the union, could be protected 
in their ordinary rights from those,who 
had tried to destroy it.” The second 
point presented by Colonel Higginson is 
that the southern . people themselves. 
were responsible for the carpet-baggers. 
He gays that they were hostile and in- 
tolerant to all northerners who came 
south to settle and invest after the war, 
and by this hostility and intolerance 
drove the best element back home, while 
the worst remained and proceeded to 
“get even,” as the saying is, with those 


who had given them the cold shoulder. 


It should be said, in the first place, 
that |Mr. Page does not pretend to be 
writing history. He has simply én- 
deavored to import into fiction the feel- 
ing, the temper and the atmosphere of. 
the reconstruction, and When he does’ 
this with candor, he has no call to be~ 
as accurate as a historian. 

The points presented by Colonel Hig- 
ginson at least have the merit of in- 
genuity. But how and when did the 
negroes ag a body show themselves to 
be the friends of the union? The most 
of them had a-vague idea that their free- 
dom was somehow involved in the out- 
come of the contest, but the great body 
of them continued to contribute to the 
resources of the confederacy. This fact 
has. often been employed to show that 
southern slavery was not what the mili- 
tant abolitionists made it out to be, and 
ithas also been exploited as distinctly 
creditable to the negroes. We refer to 
it here simply to call attention to the 
conflict between Colonel MHigginson’s 
first “essential” point and the real at- 
titude of the negroes. 

That the feeling of the southern peo- 
ple toward northerners directky after 
the war was hostile is unquestionable. 
Such a feeling was so natural and in- 
evitable that it is hardly necessary to 
discuss it; but that it was not q@eep- 
seated nor rancorous has been shown 
by events. But Colonel Higginson fails 
to note (and the distinction is of the 
first importance) that the term “carpet- 
baggers” was only applied to those 
northerners who made themselves prom- 
inent after suffrage had been conferred 
on the negroes, and who sought to profit 
by the political ignorance of the newly- 
made citizens and to prejudice them 
against the southern whites. 

The term itself fixes its limitations. 
It wag applied to men, who without 
standing at-home, and with no interest 
in good government at the south, were 
willing to take advantage of the whole, 
sale disfranchisement of the whites, and 
secure as much political plunder as they 
could. The carpet-baggers, as such, 
had no existence unt) after the negroes 
had been enfranchised. This brings us 
round again to Colonel Higginson’s first 


point, that “negro suffrage was the only 


method: by which the negroes could be 
protected in their most ordinary rights 
from those who had tried to destroy” 
the union. : 

“To fortify thig-point, Colonel Higgin- 
son quotes from a book written by a 
Mr. Sidney Andrews, “a newspaper cor- 
respondent of the highest character.” 
Mr. Andrews declares in his book, 
printed in 1866, that “if the nation al- 
lows the whites to work out the problem 


gro’s condition in three years will be 
as bad as it was before the war.” Colo- 
nel. Higginsen also goes so far ag to re- 
fer to a proposal made in the South Car- 
olina state convention to “authorize the 
legis] ature to prevent negroes and per- 
sons of color from earning their living by 
engaging in business purposes.” The colo- 
nel admits that this proposition was not 
adopted, nevertheless he employs it to 
show “the genera] tone of gli the legis- 
lation.” 

It is really and truly impossible for 
“an old-timer” like Colonel Higginson

of the future in their own way, the ne-’ 


ceived. 

Undoubtedly men like Colonel Higgin- 
son, feeling deéply and strongly and, 
in the main, rightly on questions that 
are important to bumanity, were de- 
ceived as to the motives which prompt- 
ed the republican politicians to enfran- 
chise the negroes, The word went round 
that it Was a movement in the interests 
of humanity, and the real philanthro- 
pists were caught in the trap. Colonel 
Higginson sees proper to remain there. 

Sectional feeling ran very high di- 
rectly after the war. It is seen and 
felt in Mr. Page’s novel only through the 
medium of a candid and an open mind. 
We have no doubt that Colonel Hig- 
ginson’s real objection to “Red Rock” 
is that it displays on the same canvas 
both sides of the old question of south- 
ern reconstruction. Seen thus, the 
purporse and aimg of the carpet-baggers 
do not make an enviable showing. The 


ran high on both sides and injustice 
was done by both; but the carpet-bag 
element’ was always cold, cruel and dis- 
honest, and it sowed in the minds of 
the negroes the seeds of prejudice and 
distrust which have been the active 
germs of all the trouble that has fol- 
lowed, : 

It ig also the plain truth that the en- 
franchised negro has enjoyed fewer 
rights by far than if the power of deal- 
ing with property and government had 
not been placed in his hands.in so 
summary and unnecessary @ manner. 


Cotton Spinning in the East. 

The rapid increase in cotton spinning 
in Japan and China, which was looked 
upon as fatal to the further development 
of mills in the southern states, has met 
with a sudden backset. ‘Bae 

The Japan Mail is authority for the 
statement that the past year has been 
a bad one for the cotton spinning indus- 
try in the far east. The Ewo cotton mill 
of Shanghai from October 1897.to Oc- 
tober of the next year, has actually made 
a considerable loss. The reason given 
is that there had been made unprofitable 
purchases of the raw material, but there 
are other and permanent reasons which 
enter into the decrease. One of these 
is hinted at by The Tokyo Journal, that 
original dividends had been watered in 
order to attract capital, but another rea: 
son assigned by experts, namely, that 
the Japanese mills have hitherto been 
obliged to lay in large stocks of raw 
material, instead of buying just enough 
to meet the requirements of the time, 
and that the cost of the capital thus 
invested has greatly crippled their op- 
erations, is more feasible. 

It has also been found impossible to 
employ female labor, the small-footed 
woman being unable to move about with 
-sufficient rapidity. ‘What is true of 
China, is also largely true of Japan. 

The Japan Gazette, in discussing the 
situation says: 

Various causes may be ascribed for this 
unsatisfactory state of affairs, the chief of 
which seems to be the lack of preparation 
for the future on the part of the spinners 
in ordinary times. Experience shows that 
all spinning companies having declared as 
much dividend as possible {in time of pros- 
perity, without paying the least attention 
to: the future, have now been compelled to 
pursue the same plan, even when they are 
at their worst, fearing lest they should lose 
the confidence of their shareholders. The 
consequence has been the gradual decrease 
of reserve funds, which, when compared 
with the reserve funds of like companies 
in Europe and America, are wonderfully 
small. It is reported that the government 
is being asked to grant the spinners a cer- 
tain amount. of “export encouragement 
money.’’ If the spinners had made all the 
necessary reserve fund in ordinary times, 
they would not be compelled to have re- 
course to such expedients, even though they 
might have met with difficulties. 

The devélopments thus shown might 
have been expected. A mill in Japan, 
forced to buy 60,000 bales of cotton in 
the market and hold it against a year’s 
demand for work, is in an even worse 
condition than the New England mill, 
which has to pay freightage on its raw 
material for one thousand miles. The 
mill situated upon the field, which can 
save the freightage on its raw material, 
and ig only at the expense of manufac- 
turing the raw product, is a long 
way better off than the mill in either 
New England or Japan. Neither does 
the far east possess any advantage in 
the matter of labor, for in that, as in 
everything else, the white man, while 
dearest, is also the cheapest laborer in 
the world, ,

The other day, when I was sick at home, 
my wife handed me our invitation to Bill 
Arp’s golden wedding. 

The pretty, dainty affair, so cute and 
original, made me feel brighter and better, 
and during what would otherwise have 
been a dull day I found myself induiging 
in pleasant dreams and reminiscences. 

Years and years ago the writer of this 
sketch—then a bookish youngster—in a city 
about to be beleaguered and destroyed by 
Sherman’s conquering legions, had his at- 
tention attracted to a rising literary star, 
just beginning to show itself above th 
southern horizon. | 


Thousands of men now living will read- 
ily recall the time when they read the first 
letters of Bill Arp. 

Even in that tremendous period of our 
history, when millions of people waited 
anxiously every hour for the latest news 
from the front, there was a remarkable 
y new birth of the southern literary spirit. 

Here, in Atlanta, Colonel George Adair 
reached out for the best talent to brighten 
the columns of his famous dally, The South- 
ern Confederacy, and the readers of that 
paper enjoyed the best productions of Bill 
Arp, John Happy, Henry Watterson, Harry 
Flash and many others. Of course I omit 
the names of those who did not furnish 
humorous matter. It would be easy enough 
to bring in the names of Asa R. Watson, 
J. Henley Smith, P. W. Alexander, J. 
N. Cardozo and the other writers who 
were then on deck, but this article deals 
mainly with the funny men, though some 
of my readers may not be willing to include 
Watterson among them. However, that is 
because they do not know or remember 
the story of that time. 


Through that entire epoch Bill Arp easily 
held his own as the leader of that new 
southern school of humorists, and from 
that day to this he has been a favorite in 
every southern household. 

From the Potomac to the Rio Grande it 
is impossible to visit any family fireside 
where Bill Arp is not known and quoted. 
It would be difficult or impossible to tell 
just how the has secured such a hold upon 
the popular heart. 

Possibly I can give a hint of it. His 
gentle, unfailing humor has done it, min- 
gled with a vein of wise philosophy. In 
the long run this always wins. Bill Arp 
is never extreme, never beyond the mark 
of a humorist, without a reason for it 
which will touch the popular heart. 

It would be easy to condense and com- 
pile from his letters a coue of homely philos- 
ophy which would receive the indorsement 
of moralists and lawmakers. 

Doubtless no writer in our generation has 
done more to influence the homes and ¢am- 
ilies of this section, 

. 
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The south has not been without her fa- 
mous humorists. In the old days Judge 
Longstreet wrote ‘'Georgia Scenes.” But 
in later years he turned to thevlogy and 
regretted his youthful writings, 

Then, there was W. T. Thompson, with 
his ‘‘Major Jones’s Courtship.” Of this 
work Maurice Thompson has recently said: 

‘Take a rustic boy, one born witih an en- 
terprising self-esteem in his chief nerve 
center, give him a year’s schooling, tell 
him that he ig a literary genius, pat him 
on the back and bid him to write something 
funny; ten to one he will do something 
very like ‘Major Jones’s Courtship.’ "’ 

George D. Prentice, Albert Pike, Thomas 
B. Thorpe and James L. Pettigru wrote and 
said much that was humorous, but their 
fame rests upon other work, 


William Gilmore Simms and Dr, George 
W. Bagby occasionally wrote exquisitely 
humcrous articles, but they are better 
Known in other lines. 

In’ recent years Mark Twain and Joel 
Chandler larris have made re,utations as 
southern humorists, but.in point of fact 
they are better story tellers than anything 
else, and this will be the verdict uf pos- 
terity. 

Tennessee once had a humorist named 
Harris, who, over the signature of Sut 
Lovengood, convulsed tbe country, but he 
was the only one in that etate’s literary 
annals. 

In Alabama Johnson J. Hooper made 
fame with his ‘Simon Suggs,’’ but in later 
years he frequently said that he regretied 
the authorship of the book, 

The fact.is, southern ‘humor has generally 
floated in the air, It is in the every day 
talk of the people. bute very few have 
cared to give it a permanent place in print. 


As I intimated before Bill Arp stands vut 
as the only real southern humorist. 

It is a sirange fact. In his youth ne was 
the favorite of the Georgia bar—in those 
days an association of gigantic intellects. 
He saw his way clear to high and distin- 
guished places, but it suited him to seek 
other fields. 

The Constitution has always beef’ guided 
by unerring judgment and taste if the se- 
lection of its writers, and it never did a 
better thing than when it engaged Bill Arp 
more than a quarter of a. century ago. 

Humorists are common enough, but the 
trouble is that some of them have a spice 
of piquant, pointed or bitter wit which 
leaves a sting and makes enemies. 

This cannot be said of Bill'Arp. What 
he writes may lead to smiles, but never 
to tears. He is always an apostle of sweat- 
ness and light. Moreover, it sheuld be 
said that his philosophy is that of a Frank- 
lin of tuday. Those who fvllow his teach- 
ings will avoid the thorny pathwavs of life. 


This gentle and lovable old man has a 

warm place in the hearts of his people, 
‘Millions of my readers all over the conti- 
nent feel a lively interest in all that can 
possibly concern him, his noble wife and 
his bright and brainy daughters and sons. 
, Within the past generation I have known 
‘Many distinguished men who were inti- 
mately associated with our Georgia numor- 
ist and philosopher in his early life—per- 
sons who have kept up their acquaintance 
with him since—and I have never foeund 
— of them who did not admire and love 
May the richest prizes of lfe and the 
most precious biessings of providence come 
to this dear old man, his good wife and 
his family for many years to come!

~ GULF COAST ROAD 


Seaboard aad Gulf Line Will Begin Con- 
> Struction at Ones, 


CHARTER ISSUED SATURDAY 


Much of the Road Will Traverse East- 
ern Georgia. 


GOES THROUGH AGRICULTURAL COUNTIES 


The Completion of the Line Means a 
Through Connection Between Gulf 
Coast and the North. 


_ 


A charter was granted by Secretary of 

State Cook Saturday afternoon to the in- 
corporators of the Seaboard and Gulf road 
to construct 447 miles of their line through 
the eastern portion of the state. 
; The granting of the charter to the new 
road, ‘the route of which has been given 
in the columns of The Constitution, is 
taken to mean a great deal to the part 
of the state through which the road is 
to go. 

The line is to enter Georgia in Elbert 
county from its present northern terminal 
at Anderson, S, C., and running in a south- 
erly direction, is to traverse the counties 
of Ebert, Wilkes, Glascock, Jefferson, 
Emanuel, Tattnall and Appling; thence in 


‘a southwesterly direction through Coffee, 


Irwin, Berrien, Colquitt and Thomas. 
Through this agricultyral section of Geor- 
gia the Seaboard and Gulf will tap all 
the larger towns, and passing through 
Thomasville, extend through Florida to 
the town of Carabelle, on the gulf coast. 

It is understood that in South Carolina 
sixty-five miles of the road has already 
been constructed and that the line has 
been brought in the last few days up to 
the Georgia border. 

It is the intention of the company to 
construct the 447 miles of the line through 
this state at the earliest possible moment, 
and to this end Gecretary of State Cook 
was informed Saturday after the grant- 
ing of the charter that the construction 
of the line in Elbert county would begin 
at once. 

The road is incorporated with a capital 
stock of $1,000,000 and is to have its princi- 
pal office in this state—at Stillmore, Eman- 
uel county. 

Prominent among the incorporators of 
the company are George M. Brinson, J. 8. 
Carling, A. Block, G. A. Smith, Charles 
Hurst, Howard Smith, O, A. Cole and 
George Ketchum. 

Plans for the perfecting of: the route 
through Georgia have been under care- 
ful consideration for some months, and 
for the last four weeks the proposal of the 
company has been published in the official 
paper of Emanuel county. 

The importance of the new line through 
the eastern portion of the state is empna- 
sized by the fact that when completed it 
will offer practically a direct connection 
between the gulf coast and the north. The 
line will connect with a branch of the 
Southern at Anderson, S. C., which is to 
be the northern terminal of the road. 


NEW CHURCH WAS DEDICATED 


Large Crowd Was Present at Taber- 
nacle Baptist. 
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DR. W. E. HATCHER PREACHED 


The New Tabernacle Baptist Church 
Was Dedicated Yesterday with 
Fitting Exercises. 


The new Tabernacle Baptist church, cor- 
ner Luckie and Harris streets, was dedi- 
cated yesterday afternoon. The church 
auditorium was erowded, many standing 
in the vestibule. An idea of the size of 
the crowd may be obtdined when the fact 
is considered that: more than 2,000 chairs 
had been borrowed from other churches to 
accommodate the congregation.

Under the old constitution the word 
evangelical has been a misnomer as applied 
to the association. Evangelical, in the liter- 
al sense of the word, applies to any denom- 
ination accepting the doctrine of the divini- 
ty of Christ and the inspiration of the 
scriptures. The old constitution, however, 
did not restrict the membership to evangeli- 
ca] ministers, although its name so implied. 

The reason for the desired Change in the 
wording of the constitution was the fact 
that Rev. William H. McGlauflin, pastor 
of the Universalist church, which does not 
subscribe to the doctrine of the evangelical 
denominations, was a member of the asso- 
ciation and there was a difference of opin- 
ion among the members of the association 
as to whether the right of membership 
should be extended to all denominations, 
and a committee was appointed to consider 
the matter. The committee was composed of 
Drs. Landrum, Armstrong and Stradley. 
Dr. Landrum advocated that the name of, 
the association be changed and the con- 
stitution be allowed to remain as it is now. 
Drs. Armstrong and Stradley, on the other 
hand, were opposed to a change of name 
and were equally opposed to the wording 
of the constitution. 

The result was that the committee's re- 
port will suggest such amendments to the 
constitution as will have the effect of ex- 
cluding not only those denominations that 
do not subscribe to the doctrines of the 
divinity of Christ, but the Roman Catholics 
as well.

Atlanta gets the smelter. 

Work will be started in thirty days and 
by next fall the plant will be ready to te- 
gin operations. 

Mr. McCoy, of Denver, stated to gold min- 
ers who were attending Saturday’s con- 
vention that the smelter would be erected 
on the Southern railway eight miles west 
of Atlanta, near the Chattahoochee river. 

The miners were enthusiastic over the 
announcement that the smelter would be 
built here and that reasonable rates had 
been made by the railroads on crude 
gold ore. While the rates are not as low 
as had been hoped for, they are much 
lower ,than western miners get on their 


ore. But western ore runs higher in value 


as a rule and can stand a higher rate. 

The ‘Atlanta smelter will have a capacity 
of 200 tons of ore a day. Mr. McCoy says 
that there will be plenty of ‘ore to keep 
the plant busy seven days in the week. 
One mine, the Cherokee, in Cherokee coun- 
ty, has contracted to ship forty tons a 
day. That mine is taking out ore now 
that runs $100 a tor in gold and there is 
one vein seven feet wide and another four 
feet opened up. The rich ore is being piled 
up while the low grade is being run through 
the stamp mill. 

Gold ore that runs $8 a ton can be mined, 
shipped and smeltered at a profit {f the 
mine ts not too far from a railroad. The 
charge for smelting will depend on the 
character of the ore. A rebellious ore will 
be more expensive to treat than an iron 
charge will 
probably be $3.50 or $4 a ton for smelting 
and the maximum will be possibly $6. The 
freight for seventy-five miles will be 7 
cents; for 100 miles, $1. Mining will cost 
from 50 to 75 cents a ton, according to the 
size of the ore body and conditiuns which 
vary in different mines. Hauling will cost 
according to the distance of the mines from 
the railroad. For a mine within three 
miles of a station the cost of hauling 


ought to be under $1 a ton. 
In the west, ove that runs below $10 a 


» ton is seldom shipped to a smelter, be- 


cause it does not pay. In Georgia $10 ore 


will pay a very good profit if it is not too 
refractory. 

It is not likely that Dahlonega will sh'p 
much to the smelter because that field its 
twenty miles from a railroad. Dahlonega 
ore is not high-grade as a rule, although 
the Finley shoot was one of the richest 
gold deposits ever found anywhere. That 


® shoot was purposely lost years ago and 


has never been found again. The Doghead 
vein in Lumpkin has. recently ‘ produced 
ore which ran $300 a ton. 

Cherokee, Carroll, Meriwether and Pauld- 
ing are expected to furnish the bulk of 
the ore which comes to the smelter from 
Georgia. 

Alabama, South Carolina and North Caro- 
lina will also ship. The rate for 35 miles 
will be $1.75 per ton. Alabama has some 
good mines. One of them has just been 
sold for $100,000 cash to Chicago parties. 

The smelter will cost something like $75,- 
000. Mr. McCoy has been mining and man- 
ufacturing mining machinery in Denver 
for years. He knows the western field and 
he knows the southeastern field. He has 
been coming here, studying gold ores 
and experimenting with them for seven 
years. He has not gone into this enter- 
prise without investigation. 

When a shipment of ore is received at a 
smelter it is unloaded, the next day it is 
sampled and the day after the miner gets 
a check for his ore, less the cost of smelt- 
ing. He gets a sample and if he is not 


. satisfied with the assay made by the smelt- 


ing -works he names a representative, the 
smelter selects one and these two choose 
a third. These arbitrators decide on the 
value of the ore. The smelter pays on the 
basis of 95 per cent of the assay value. 

Forty tons of $100 ore wil? yield $3,300, 
less the smelting charge, which at, say %, 
would be $24. 

If there is more than 1% per cent of 
‘copper in the ore it is paid for at the 
current price of copper. The Atlanta smel-

KILLING OF LEWIS 


BY A LIYE WIRE 


| Coroner May Hold Inquest Over Negro 
Who Was Electrocated. 


WEIRD SCENE AT THE KILLING 


Dead Body Was Viewed by Flashing 
, of the Lightning. 


HOW THE FALLEN WIRE CAUSED BEATH 


Lewis’s Body Was Not Identified Until 
Yesterday Morning—Was a Boy 
of Good Character.

The coroner will probably hold an inquest 
this morning over the body of Scott Lewis, 
the negro youth who was killed by a tele- 
graph wire Saturday night during the 
storm. 

It was thought Saturday night that the 
dead man was Joe Fraser, but it was 
ascertained yesterday that his name was 
Scott Lewis, and that his home was at 
No. 163 Clark street, next door to Allen’s 
temple. Lewis was about twenty years of 
age. He worked as an extra hand at the 


{| Kimball house, an@ was of good character. 


Coroner Stamps says he fias partially in- 
vestigated the case, and thinks there were 
enough eye-witnesses to the killing to make 
an inquest’ unnecessary, but he may hold 
one this morning. 

The killing was a peculiar case of electro- 
cution, and there was a weird scene after 
the death occurred. 

About 9 o’clock a negro cabman, named 
Essex Maddox, attempted to drive across 
North Pryor street, at the intersection of 
Wall, when his horse suddenly stoppeé@ and 
began to rear and plunge wildly. He jump- 
ed from the cab and began to unhitch the 
horse hurriedly. Just then Lewis started to 
cross Pryor street, going froin the east 
side toward the Kimball house. When he 
was within a few feet of the cab he fell 
upon his knees and then fell heavily to the 
Pavement, where ‘he lay still. Some say’ 
they heard him cry out, but this is denied 
by Maddox. 

It was then known that a fallen wire 
was lying across the street, and no one 
dared approach Lewis, as he lay upon his 
back with his face turned upward, with 
the rain pouring down upon him. A large 
crowd gathered and formed a circle, which 
was kept back by policemen who would 
permit no one to cross the street. The 
wire could not be seen, and the dead man 
was but dimly seen, as the arc light over- 
head had gone out. 

Every now and then @ flash of lightning 
lit up the scene, and the body could be 
viewed, presenting a ghastly spectacle. 

Linemen were sent for, and they cut away 
the wire which was found coiled about 
Lewis’s head and neck. How the wire 
wrapped itself around him could not be ex- 
plained. It had burned a deep trench on 


across his left wrist. ris 

When the body was taken into the depot 
the police had a hard time keeping the 
crowd back, and the reserve had to be 
called out. : 

The wire beionged to the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, and in falling it had 
come in contact with an electric light wire, 
and the latter’s current was#what caused 
Lewis’s instant death. 

The body was taken in charge by Under- 
taker L. L, Lee, who prepared it for burial. 
Yesterday morning the youth's relatives 
called and identified the body. 

The wire had been blown down by the 
severity of the storm. 

Maddox’s horse was badly hurt, and for 
several hours he feit the force of the 
shock, as he had touched the wire,

STATE COLLECTION AS A NUCLEUS

Park Board Will Take Hold of Plan 
and Push It to Successful Termi- 


nation—Will Be a Depart- 
ment for Confederate 
Relics. 


Grant park is soon to have a magnificent 
museum for the preservation of curiosi- 
ties, confederate relics, etc. A movement 
has been started in this direction by Dr. 
George Brown, vice president of the board 
of park commissioners, and he is meeting 
with great success in his work. 

Dr. Brown feels that such an institution 
has been needed in Atlantafor some time, 
and that it would be a great addition to 
the attractiveness of not jonly the park, 
but the city at large. He is being backed 
in the movement by some of the city and 
state authorities, and the object is to 
build an institution to cost a good sum 
that will be ah ornament to the Gate City. 
Those interested in the plan state that this 
city should have more points of attraction 
to visitors, as well as to its own people, 


the museum a splendid monument to At- 
lanta’s prosperity and growth. 

It ig the idea of Dr. Brown and his as- 
sociates in the movement to have the geo- 
logical collection now’ exhibited in the 
State capitol as a nucleus for the new mu- 
seum. This collection of Georgia mineals 
is one of the most valuable and costly 
of its kind in the south, and would make 
a magnificent start for the new institution. 
Dr. Brown also suggests having one wing 
devoted to confederate relics, and another 
to a collection of fine paintings and works 
of ,art. A good number of state senators 
and jrepresentatiyes have already been seen 
on the matter, and they express them- 
selves as being heartily in favor of lend- 
ing the state collection, and making an 
appropriation for the “museum. 

Matter Before Park Board. 

The city park board met in regular ses- 
sion at the city hall ‘jaturday afierrcon 
and Dr. Brown, who presided in the ab- 
sence of President Haas, brought his plan 
before the commissioners, Several mem- 
bers of the board had peen consuited be- 
fore on the matter, and ail appeared to 
be in favor of the museum. Mayor Wood- 
ward, who was present at the meeting, 
stated he thought the plan was an excel- 
lent one, and it is safe to say he will 
lend his co-operation to the move, 

‘There is no doubt,’”’ said Dr. Brown 
to the board, “that a museum would be 
a great drawing card at the parx. Ailanta 
is not ygt large enough for two parks, and 
while we haveone we ought to keep it up 
in first-class style. There is no reason, 
therefore, why a fine museum—one that 
would be an honor to the city—could not 
be established there. It would not only be 
a source of valuable information and 1re- 
search, but great pleasure‘*o all who ryisit 
it. : 

‘Nearly all the great cities of the coun- 
try have institutions of this charavciéer, 
and they add greatly to the attractiveness 
of a place. The Metropolitan art gallery 
in New York city started on a small scale, 
and there is no reason why, with the state 
geological display to start with, we ceuld 
not eventually build up a creditable mu- 
seum. 

“The battle abbey feature would be a 
good one. I have no dowbt that Charles 
Broadway Rouss, of New York, would help 
us materially in the building of this wing. 
It would be no trouble in securing exhibits 
for this department, for there are thou- 
sands of interesting and yaluable relics 
over the south, the owners of which would 
be only too glad to donaté them to the 
museum. - There might also he an art gal- 
lery and other departments of equal in- 
terest, 

“It is my idea to have the state and 
city make appropriations, which, added 
to private subscriptions, ought to make a 
handsome sum for the building. [ have 
talked with a number of state senators on 
the subject, and I do not think there will 
be any trouble in getting either the money 
or the geological exhibit, which, by the 
way, is now located in glass cases on the 
second floor of the capitol, where na one 
scarcely ever sees it and where it will be 
ruined in course of time. 

“The state fair meets here in October 
and we could doubtless secure a number 
of interesting exhibits from that.” 

Owing to the absence of severa] members 
of the board yesterday afternoon action cn 
the museum plan was deferred until the 
riext meeting. A committee consisting of 
Dr. Brown, Mayor Woodward and-.J. J. 
Maddox was appointed to confer with the 
state and municipal authorities for the 
purpose of making such arrangements as 
are necessary for the materialization of 
| the plan.

LOCAL TROOPS NOT 
NEEDED AT LYTLE 


United States Regu'ars fra on Scene To 
Hold Negroes in Check, 


TO MUSTER MEN OUT TODAY 


Eighth Regiment Will Also Receive 
Pay—Bad Feeling Exists. 


THE COMPANIES MAY HAVE A RIOT 


Officers Discuss Situation and Favor 
Mustering Out Northern Com-. 
panies First.

It is not now believed that the soldiers 
of the Fifth regiment will be called upon 
for duty in Walker county, where the 
Eighth immune regiment, colored, will be 
mustered out today. The members of the 
battalion who have been selected by Gover- 
nor Candler to go to the scene of action, if 
necessary, are anxious to go, and they say 
they would make a good account of them- 
gelves if the opportunity were afforded. 

Several companies of the United States 

regulars have been placed on the scene to 
protect the property of the government, and 
it is believed that these will hold the negroes 
in check. The town of Lytle where the 
trouble has been most imminent has been 
greatly excited over the situation, but it is 
now béHeved that all possibilty of trouble 
is over. 
’ Governor Candler did not hear anything 
yesterday from the county authorities, and 
it is thought that every danger of difficulty 
is passed. 

It is barely possible that the soldiers 
may have some trouble among themselves 
It is said that there is considerable ill feel- 
ing among the different companies, and the 
officers of the Eighth regiment have dis- 
cussed the situation. It was proposed that 
the northern companies be mystered out 
first and sent away so that the members 
of the companies will not come in contact. 

The regiment is to be mustered out today, 
and the Georgia boys will be ready to re- 
spond to a call to arms at short notice. 

The following telegram has been received 
by The Constitution: 

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 4.—(Special.)— 
Company I, Sixteenth United Siates regu- 
lars, from Huntsville, arrived here tonight 
to. guard the property of the government 
left at Chickamauga park, and to prevent 
any outbreak of the mustered out men of 
the Eighth volunteer colored immunes, who 
will be paid off and disbanded on Monday. 

A bitter feeling has sprung up between 
the companies from Tennessee and the two 
from Washington and one from Newark, 
N. J., and it was stated tonight that al- 
though the officers of the regiment had 
decided to muster the northern companies 
out and send them away from the park be- 
fore the others were released, it has been 
feared that they might have a general riot 
even before they were released. No trouble 
is now apprehended.

Soldiers, Firemen and Police Drill for the Edi- 
fication of Their Constituents. 


POLITICAL MEETING 
IN THE AFTERNOON 


Fun of the Carnival and the Flour 
Feature That Precedes 
the Flowers. 


By Isma Dooly. 

HAD thought when I left the Gomez 

banquet last Saturday night, an hour 
and a half after midnight, that I would 

find the streets of Havana deserted, but 
far from that; the people were as numerous 
‘and noisy as they were several hours be- 
fore, and I noticed that carriage after car- 
riage passed with inmates enjoying the 
balmy air and the moonlight. The public 
square in front of the theater was alive 
with people, and it was pitiful to behold the 
little children wandering about aimlessly 
and happily as if it were the middle of the 
day, never letting an American pass with- 
out extending their hands for alms. 

I found on entering the hotel cafe that 
groups of people were seated at the table 
apparently reluctant to leave the atmos- 
phere of noisy pleasure. 

It must have been an hour afterwards 
when the cries of “Gomez,” “Ludlow,” 
*‘Lee,”” were heard, and I knew that the 
banquet was over and that the Cuban lead- 
er was being escorted to +his residence by 
the crowds of people who had awaited a 
Glimpse of him as he passed the public 
Equare and down the Prado. 

ut there was something in the open-air 
révelry that charmed me and it was rather 
reluetantly that I went to my badly ven- 
~ tilated apartment and sought rest in a 

hard little bed smothering in its draperies 

of lace, caught back with heavy looking 
cords and tassels. 

It seemed but a short time afterwards 
that I was awakened by. apparently the 
same noises that were the last thing I had 
heard on retiring. 

“Can it be that these people will never go 
to rest?’ I thought, but the sounds I 
heard in the hall indicated the Dustle of 
morning, and consulting the tiny diamond 
watch of my roommate (which watch was 
stolen before we left Havana) I was sur- 
prised to see that it was 8 o’clock—the hour 
for oranges; coffee and rolls—and that the 
Sabbath day had well pegun. 

I have no doubt that the solemn bells of 
the old cathedral were ringing, but they 
were unheard in the din of the people on 
the street, who were as wide awake as if 
they had been sleeping since sunset the 
evening before. I looked out of my window 
and saw that the shops were all opened, the 
shopkeepers seated at their doors, and 
there were what appeared the same group 
of soldiers and street urchins I had seeu 
there the night before. 

“It is carnival time,”’ I was told by the 
little ‘Cuban boy who poured my coffee, 
and who could make himself understood in 
French. 

“This Sunday and next,’’ he further in- 
formed me, ‘“‘are the last days of the car- 
nival,” and his eyes twinkled with delight 
as he tried to tell me all the jolly things 
that were going to happen through the day. 
,A few moments later I was standing in 
the lobby awaiting a carriage and piously 
bent on attending mass in the oldest ca- 
thedral in Havana, when the fire belis 
began to ring, the people began rushing to 
the doors and windows, and I inquired of 
an American near by ‘‘where the fire was,” 
looking behind me to be sure it wasn’t the 
building I was in. It was a ‘‘sham fire” he 
told me, arranged in honor of Gomez that 
ihe might see the agility of the fire depart- 
ment, as well as to add to the carnival 
features of the day. 

By this time the engines, wagons and all 
other paraphernalia of the modern fire de- 
partment appeared, drawn by magnificent 
horses, their harness silver mounted and 
wreathes of roses on their collars. The fire- 
men wore the gayest uniforms, and after 
all the wagons had reached the scene of 
action quite a regiment of these gayly 
uniformed gentlemen marched by with 
stately tread. I was told that the company 
was one of volunteers and that the mem- 
bers were representative of the best fam- 
ilies of Havana. 

‘hey were certainly a presentable looking 
body of men and I was very much inter-

ested in their athletic performances at the | 


“sham fire,” which was to the left of the 
hotel and the public square. 

They olimbed the ladders like so many 
monkeys, taking the highest building in the 
ety, one of about four stories, for the 
wecene of their agility. 

One red-shirted hero enthused the popu- 
lace into the wildest cheers by climbing 
a flag post on one of the buildings and wav- 
ing the national colors to the breeze. 

I tried to secure a carriage before the 
‘fre drill was over, but the coachman I 
beckoned seemed to think I was breaking 
the Sabbath by wanting to go anywhere, 
even to church, when such heroic feats 
were being perforiie, for the amusement 
of the people, so I had to wait to see the 
return of the victors ws in red shirts.

As I approached the door I noticed a 
pretty woman in a white gown whose 
mantilla was drawn very much over her 
face.

slipper failed to conceal the fact that she 
wore white silk stockings. 

A young man in livery walking behind, 
handed her a large prayerbook, and bowed 
low, as she entered the church, her amber 
rosary beads hanging from her belt being 


white toilet. 

“It can’t be she walked here in those 
white silk stockings,’’ I thought, but at the 
moment I saw the attendant who had borne 
the burden of her prayerbook, jump to tho 
seat of the nearest carriage and I remem- 
bered that the Cuban women of birth and 
fortune are not only spared the responsibili- 
ty of their own homes, but attended and 
waited upon to the degree suggested by the 
incident I had just seen. 

Entering the great old edifice it was like 
going into another world. The interior ar- 
chitecture, unlike that I had so far seen 
in the city, was massive and denoted in its 
proportions and simple grandeur that it was 
the work, not of a mere builder striving for 
artistic effect, but of an architect who 
strove to preserve the essential characters 
of architectural art, regardless of man’s ad- 
miration for the ornate. 

Age had bedimmed the color and fram- 
ings of the pictlures of sacred theme, many 
of them the work of masters; the altars, 
with their statues and elaborate old cande- 
labra, and the rare, lace edging their 
clothes, all combined to produce a picture 
that recalled in the mind stories of the an- 
cient splendor of that nation that extended 
first her glory, then her tyranny to the 
little island of Cuba., 

The bishop of Havana celebrated the mass 
and was a dignified, imposing figure in his 
robes of royal purple. He was attended by 
about twenty priests, who sang the re- 
sponses in the various parts of the mass. 
The old bell that solemnly tolled at the 
elevation, resounded time and again through 
the great nave of the cathedral and had 
about it a deep, prophetic tone that seemed 
to sound a requiem for those who had 
passed away, and to remind the living that 
human life was but an incident of eternity. 
Burning incense purffied the air, and as I 
glanced from the altar to the congregation 
at the solemn moment, every head was 
bowed, every Knee was bent, and I thought 
one prayer anyway is being offered to 
God today. 

An impressively pretty incident at the 
conclusion ef the mass was the assembling 
in two lines at the door of about sixty little 
Cuban girla ranging from the age of five 
to ten years and wearing white muslin 
dresses, violet colored sashes and small 
black lace mantelias. They were pupils of 
the convent of St. Frances de Salles, and 
with several huns were awaiting the bish- 
op’s leaving the church. 

As he passed through the aisles formed 
by them, each pretty head stooped, and they 
kissed his ring. 

Their bright eyes sparkled happily as they 
stood in the church entry to await the ap- 
proach of his and as he drove 
away he leaned forward and waved them 
an affectionate adieu. 

I had thought that probably on my re- 
turn ride from the cathedral an attempt 
at Sunday. attire might be made by the 
men, women and children simply lining 
the streets, but they were just as I had 
seen “them the day before, save that many 


had their hair in curl papers, preparing, I 
supposed, for the ‘carnival gayeties that 
took place on the square and the Prado 
later in the afternoon...

broadest street in the central portion of 
the city, and one in the center of which 
was a park extending its full length, and 
shaded by trees of beautiful foliage. On 
the left side of the Prado were many well 
known buildings, among others that of the 
United States Club, while to the right was 
block after block of private dwellings, 
the story of which will be one to itself. 

Turning my eyes from the Prado to the 
left of the balcony, I looked far up the 
street to the right, and could see the camp 
of a detachment of United States regulars, 
who had pitched their white tents in a 
tropical garden occupying .about two 
squares. 

Directly in front of me was a reviewing 
stand that obstructed for the time a view 
of the statuary and fountain in the public 
square, rapidly filling up with men, wo- 
men and children awaiting the public 
speaking. 

In the meantime there was passing up 
and down the street a most interesting pa- 
geant. 

First there would be a squad of ‘Cuban 
policemen conscious of their bright new 
uniforms, donned under the new city re- 
gime; following would be a company of 
firemen still winning applause for their 
achievement of the morning, and _ then 
what was most amusing to Americans, a 
victoria containing two or three United 
States soldiers puffing their cigarettes and 
lounging with the air of Spanish dons. 

Cuban soldiers likewise viewed the pop- 
ulace from the medium of these vehicles 
and were regarded with great admiration 
by the young women venturing out on the 
sidewalks, or those peering through the 
barred apertures of their dwellings, a cus- 
tom making them all coquettes. 

Riding in parties of three and four, on 
magnificent horses, accordingly equipped, 
were the Cuban gentlemen who rode in 
from their palitial homes on the Vedado, 
the fashionable suburb of Habana. Many 
of them were admirable types of manhood 
an@ a redeeming feature_to the pageant in 
which were so many of their countrymen 
sturted in growth, and warranting the sug- 
géstion so frequently, of degeneracy. 

These gentiemen, I afterwards observed, 
acted as escort to Gomez when he drove 
through the city later. 

It was about 2 o’clock wien I saw the 
speakers filling the grandstand directly 
opposite us, ind without any introductory 
ceremonies a young Cuban with a strong 
face and, fiery eyes began to address the 
tremendous crowd, He spoke in Spanish, 
geaticulated excitedly and warmed the 
crowd to the point of vcciferous cheering. 
When he finished those seated with him 
arose, threw their arms around him, pat- 
ted him on the back and head and at the 
same time pushed another man fn his place. 
The .atter met with a similar amount of 
embracing from his friends and cheering 
from the crowd. 

I asked several] times what the object of 
a political meeting on Sunday was, and 
was told that it was for the purpusea of 
informing the masses what had been said 
in the speeches of the night before at the 
Gomez banquet. It was, therefore, in quot- 
ing from the distinguished guests of that 


|} occasion that the young orators entertain- 


ed their brethren of the masses and at the 
same time, fruitiessly, I fear, urged patri- 
otic union of the Spanish and Cuban fac- 
tions of Habana.

The storm of flour Was just about at its 
height when sounds of music from the up- 
per end of the public square and the clatter 
of horses’ hoofs announced the approach 
of Gomez. He was driven in a very high 
and superb looking coach drawn by four 
thoroughbred horses, noble jin. their gait and 
the poise ofi thei? headgj The harness was 
elaborately ornamented with, silver and the 
outridérs had meaty ad unusual workman- 
ship. 

With Gomez rode a beautiful Cuban wo- 
man, and [ afterwards jearned she was the 
daughter of the Countess of Fernandina. 

This triumphal ride, for such it was, 
seemed to bring to a close the carnival for 
last Sunday afternoon and I was glad the 
noise was beginning to cease, fér FE was 
almost weary of hearing it. 

Sunday night is a great night for driving, 
the patricians and plebians alike taking ad- 
vantage of the custom, and when f retired 
at about 11 o’clock I could ‘stil hear the 
clatter of carriages and horseg ‘on the nar- 
row street and I wondered if the noise in 
Habana ever ceased. My roommate must 
have been philosophizing at the moment, 
for she asked me, half-dreamily: 

“What do these Cubang mean, anyway? 
They were not working yesterday, they 
were frolicking last night and all day today. 
What are they doing to make a living?” * 

And since my return to Atlanta I wonder 
more than ever what will become of them 
unless they grow to realie they cannot play 
life away.

SMITH'S FRIENDS SAY HE 1S SOLID 


Council Will Adopt Report of Finance 
Committee Calling for New Li- 
prary Appropriation—Money 
Will Be Set Aside for 
Police Matron. 


City council will hold one of the most 
important sessions of the year at the city 
hall this afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Three members of the board of police 
commissioners will be elected to succeed 
Commissioners Branan, English and Pat- 
terson, 

At present the strongest talk is to the 
effect that the election of Messrs, English, 
Patterson and W. H. Brotherton is prac- 
tically assured. J. Stovall Smith is the 
fourth candidate and his friends say that 
he is in the front rank of candidates and 
is likely to surprise with his strength. 
Mr. Branan, the retiring commissioner, is 
not eligible to re-election on account of his 
living outside the city limits. 

The elections for the police board always 
attract considerable attention, and there 
will doubtless be a good crowd at the 
council meeting this afternooa to witness 
the balloting. 

It has been reported that John Welch, 
the well known railroad man, will be put 
into the race as a dark horse. Some of the 
politicians say this will never be done, but 
it is safe to say that if Mr. Welch is nom- 
inated he will run a good race, as he has 
many friends in council circles. 

A report has also been current that Mr. 
Harry Silverman would be a candidate for 
the police board. When seen yesterday, 
Mr. Silverman made the following state- 
ment; 


“TI have noticed through the press that my 
name has been mentioned as a candidate 
for police commissioner. I desire to say 
through your valuable columns that I have 
at no time consented to.run for a public 
office, and if my friends have placed my 
name for the position mentioned, they have 
failed to obtain my consent. I appreciate 
the kind efforts on their part to honor me 
with their support, but would have to de- 
cline to enter any race of this nature 


at this time.’’ 


The New Library. 

Another important matter to be consider- 
ed at this afternoon’s session is the report 
of the finance committee favoring an ap- 
propriation of $5,000 or so much thereof 
as may be necessary this year for the 
maintenance of. the new free Vibrary, for 
which Mr. Andrew Carnegie has offered to 
give $100,000 cash 

The finance committee agreed to make 
the appropriation without a negative vote, 
and it is probable that no voice will be 
raised in council this afternoon against 
the acceptance of Mr. Carnegie’s offer 
and the appropriation. Council seems to be 
a unit in favor of the library, and there 
is no doubt: that the finance committee's 
report will be adopted. 

Another matter to be considered is the 
report of the finance committee appropriat- 
ing $40 a month for a matron at the police 
barracks. This report will no doubt be 
adopted, and the matron will be appointed 
by the board of police commissioners at 
the regular annual election in this depart- 
ment next month. The position is to be 


»merely appointive, not permanent. 


The bridge committee will recommend 
that the Warren-Scharf Asphalt Company 
be given the contract for paving the new 
Mitchell street viaduct. . This will also be 
adopted. Venable Bros. will get the con- 
tract for paving the western approach to 
the bridge. 

There are several other matters of im- 
portance to come up ag the session, and the 
meeting promises to be of unusual interest.

2. When one hoids title to coany in trust 
for the benefit of a mother and her minor 
children during the life of the mother, but 
is not clothed with the title to the legal 
fee in remainder which vests in the chil- 
dren, he may -apply to a court of equity 
for sale of the entire property, including 
the legal as well as the equitable estate, 
the purpose of the application being for the 
benefit of the children as well as the 
mother. The moment such an ex parte 
petition comes before the chancellor and 
discloses the fact that the legal and well as

Strange Paradox.

What Is Not Liberty. 


Remember, too, in this connection that. 


the Filipinos had begun their struggle for 
independence and had set up a form of goev- 
ernment in their islands before we agreed 
to buy them from Spain. How could any 
one expect them to surrender their cher- 
ished hopes without striking a blow at their 
new oppressors? A clash sooner or later 
was inevitable unless they were too coward- 
ly to fight, in which event they would not 
be fit to be American citizens. 

For us to say that they ought not to 
have fought because we intended to give 
them liberty according to our notion of 
liberty, which we think better than theirs, 
is a hypocritical evasion of the real issue. 
There is no such thing as giving a people 
liberty according to your will and against 
their will. As Mr. Webster said on a mem- 
orable occasion: 

“No matter how easy may be the yoke 
of a foreign power, not matter how light- 
ly it sits upon the shoulders, if it fs not 
imposed by the voice of one’s own nation 
and of his own country he will not, he 
cannot, he means not to be happy under. 
its burden.” 

Real Policy of Administration. 

For weeks the Filipino army and the 
American army stood face to face at Ma- 
nila. In this critical situation there was 
one sure and certain way of avoiding a 
general conflict of arms, and that was for 
the administration at Washington to say 
to the Filipinos that we did not intend to, 
subjugate them, but, on the contrary, to 
aid them to national independence in due 
time. 

Such an assurance would have removed 
at once all cause for a conflict and thus 
prevented loss of life on either side. But 
our administration ‘would not speak either 
to the Filipinos or to us. It pursued a pol- 
icy of silence, of apparently not knowing 
its own intentions. This . non-committal 
course may have appeared to superficial 


f observers as a policy of double dealing, 


evenly balanced, with no inclination to 
either side, a sort of straddling equilibrium. 
But-to those who looked beneath the sur- 
face it meant only one thing, and that 
was that the administration was oppos 
to the independence of the Filipinos and 
was in favor of annexing them and doing 
so by subjugation if necessary. 

If such was not ‘the real meaning of the 
administration’& dumbness, then what a ter- 
rible blunder not to have spoken its real 
intentions. For, seek to avoid it as we may, 
that refusal to declare a friendly policy, 
looking ’.to independence, was the prime 
moving cause that*brought on the clash of 
arms at. Manila, with the result of. scores 
of American soldiers wounded and thous- 
ands of Filipinos slaughtered, including 
women and children, according to all re- 
ports that come from other sources than 
our own censored press. ‘ The president 
may be an ambitious man. He is certain- 
iy a wise mah, as the phrase goes. He is 
surely not a bloodthirsty man. 

Therefore, rather than believe that in 
such critical condition of strained relations 
he withheld thefutterance of sentiments 
whieh he really entertainéd and whith if 
uttered would hav3 averted bloodshed, I 

refer for his own sake to conclude that 
his olicy has been not for ultimate inde- 
rendenece, but for permanent annexation, 
peaceably if he could, forcibly if he must. 
This conclusion is the more charitable one 
to shim, as well as the one more congso- 
nant with the logic of the facts. — « 

Such is his volicy, if he has a policy; 
and the people of this country are going to 
have a stormy reckoning with h'm about 
it in 1900, unless in the meantime he shifts 
his sails and steers in another direction. 
The Beston banquet speech was an excel- 
lent plece of declamation, full of lofty 
platitudes, but it held out no hope of inde- 
pendence to the Vilipinos—the one tingle 
isaue about which blood is beiag shed in 
the Philippines. 

Truth About Ratification of Treaty. 

There seems to have been a determined 
effort on the part-of some of our news- 
papers to misunderstand or misrepresent 
the true situation about this ratification 
of the Paris treaty. There was never at 
any time any general desire on the part 
of those who oppose the president’s policy 
of imperidlism to defeat that treaty.

INDICTMENTS WILL FOLLOW 


Judge Lumpkin Will Charge Jury and 
They Will Elect Foreman. 


WILL CHOOSE A JUSTICE OF THE PEACE 


A Lively Race Is on Between About 
Eight Candidates Who Are Seek- 
ing the Plum. 


The grand jury will convene this morning. 
The organization which will.serve the coun- 
ty in the usual capacity for the next month 
will be charged by Judge Lumpkin. There 
are a large number of important matters 
to come before the jury, and the first ses- 
sion, which will continue for several days, 
will boa very important one.

One of the first matters which will be 
taken up is the indictment of John Penq@ey 
and George Bankston for the murdef of 
Policeman Ponder.

The prosecutors in the case ‘will be Chief 

of Police Manly and Detective Wooten, who 
has been at work on the case for several 
weeks and deserves great credit for what 
he has done to secure the confession of 
Pendley and bring the guilty persons to 
justice. 
._ The prisoners will not be brought before 
the jury. Many witnesses, however, will 
appear. Chief Manly will go before the 
jury and testify as to what he knows of 
the case. 8S. S: Nash, in charge of the De- 
Kalb county chaingang, ‘where Pendley is 
now working o it a sentence, will be be- 
fore the jury. A convict name Jack Palmer, 
to whom Pendley: first confessed, will ap- 
pear before the jurymen. Guard Hunter, 
J. A. Fisher, J. W. Rice and others will 
testjfy. 

The regular term of the criminal court 
will be held the third Monday of this 
month, when those indicted will be tried. 
There are a large number of persons in 
the jail whose cases will be considered. 
Many true bills will be returned. 

Justice of the Peace Race. 

Another important matter which is com- 
ing before the jury and over which there 
is the liveliest competition, is the el:ction 
of a justice of the peace to succeed Judge 
Foute. There are about eight candidates 
in the field and all are claiming a victory. 

Judge Foute’s term expires on April 8th. 
He is now a candidate to succeed himself. 
Mr. Welborn Hill, who a few dayé ago was 
announced as a candidate, has withdrawn. 
The jurors will probably make an early 
cho ce of the justice to succeed Judge Foute, 
as the members of the jury are being be- 
sieged at all hours of the day by aspiring 
candidates asking for favors. 


SAD DAY FOR TWO IN TOWER. 


Robert Lewis and George Bankston 
Spend an Unpleasant Sabbath—No 
Joy in Murderers’ Row. 

There were two prisoners in the Tower 
who did not spend a very pleasant Sabbath 
yesterday. They were Robert Lewis, the 
condemned murderer, and George ‘Bankston, 
who is charged with being implicated in 
the murder of Policeman Ponder. Both are 

in cells in murderers’ row. a 

Lewis has ‘not given up all hope of es- 
cape from the gallows which is in read- 
iness to execute him on Tuesday, March 
14th. He believes he may secure clemency 
from the governor. His attorney will plead 
that Lewis is a physical wreck, and that 
it will be inhuman to hang a man 
in his condition. The application to the 


| board of pardons has been filed, and an 


appeal to the governor is all there is now 
left upon which the murderer may base 
a hope of escape from death. 

Lewis’s wife was with him the greater 
Part of. yesterday. She remained in the 
city after she had come to bid her husband 
farewell last Tuesday, having walked eigh- 
teen miles through the country to see him 
before his execution. She sleeps at the po- 
lice barracks, although offers have been 
made to her to give her a home while she 
Was in the city. 

For several weeks Lewis has displayed 
8reat nervous dread of his approaching 
death on the gallows, and at times he has 
been so greatly depressed and frightened 
that those who saw him believe his reason 
would be dethroned. There has possibly 
never been a condemned murderer who 
looked upon his execution with more dread. 
He asks every person who goes near him 
if they believe he will be hanged and seizes 
eagerly upon every word of comfort. 

Bankston Sullen and Morose. 

George Bankston has grown sullen and 
morose. His air of unconcern, which he 
had when first told that Pendley had made 
a confession about the Ponder murder, 
seems to have left him. He has a horror 
of the murderers’ row, and has said a num- 
ber of times that he can’t see why he 
should be placed in there when nothing has 
been proved on him. His wife has called 
to see him, and he has been heard to make 
remarks which tend to confirm Pendley’s

Judge Calhoun Will Have a Heavy 


Docket .To Dispose of During His 
Second Session. 


Judge Lumpkin will convene the superlor 
court this morning, and will commence 
the spring term of that tribunal, which 
will continue until July. The court has 
been adjourned for several weeks and 
Judge Lumpkin has been out of the city 
enjoying a much needed rest. 

One of the first things which. Judge 


/ Lumpkin will do will be to charge the 


grand jury and arrange @ docket for the 
first week of the term. There are a large 
number of important cases to be heard 
at this term and much interest attaches 


to some of them. 

Judge Lumpkin now has under consid- 
eration a decision which is awaited with 
the greatest interest, and he will probably 
hand it down this week. 

This is the case of Alexander and others 
against the Atlanta and West Point Rail- 
road Company and others. The object of 
the case is to enjoin the defendant com- 
pany from constructing a belt line around 
the southern portion of the city, extend- 
ing from the Central railroad on the west 
to the Georgia railroad on the east. 

The “bill was filed some time ago and 
includes among the plaintiffs stockholders 
in the Atlanta and West Point road who 
are opposed to the expenditure of a $300,000 
surplus which is now on hand for the 


. purpose of building a belt line. It is claim- 


ed by the defendants that the West Point 
road has not now adequate terminal fa- 
cilities and that the belt would give it 
an additional freight route into the city 
and greatly aid in the geapid handling of 
the freight trains. 

Among the defendants are the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking Company, T. 
Scott, Milton H. Smith, George C. Smith 
and the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company. It is claimed that the belt -ine 
will work to the interests of the Georgia 
railroad and to the detriment of the Cen- 
tral railroad. The issue of the hearing 
which was had early In January involves 


» very much to the railroad people of At- 


lanta and the entire state. 

Judge H. M. Reid, of the first division 
of the city court, will convene the Mach 
term of the court this morning and take 
up the docket that has been arranged for 
disposal.. There is a great deal of business 
before the court to be heard. 

Judge Calhoun will begin his second ses- 
sion of the second division of the city court 
this. morning. He will dispose of what 
criminal business that may be before him

Judge Calhoun cleared the jail of all 
prisoners in the jurisdiction of his court 
at the last term of the court held a week 
ago, but there are a few others who may 
be tried before he proceeds with the civil

The sessions of all the courts for the 
next month promise to be very interesting, 
and much important litigation will be dis- 
posed of. 

The Fulton county criminal court will 
convene on the third Monday in March, 
if Judge Candler can finish the sessions 
of superior’ courts in other counties com- 
prised in his circuit. 


STOCK FOR EXPERIMENT, GA. 


Professor H. J. Wing Selects Jerseys 
and Berkshires from the Great 
Hood Farm. 


Professor H. J. Wing, dairyman at the 
Georgia experiment station, recently visited 
Hood farm, Lowell, Mu&ss., and after a 
careful inspection of the great herds of 
Jersey cattle and Berkshire pigs for which 
Hood farm is famous, he made selections 


that reflect much credit upon his already, 


well-known. ability as a judge of stock. 
These selections include a bull and two 
heifers and a boar and two sows. The 
bull is by Mint and out of Brown Bessie 
18th of Hood farm. 

When it is considered that Mint is a 
double grandson of Combination 4389, and 
Brown Bessie 18th, a granddaughter of 
the’ great Hood farm cow Brown Bessie, 
that won the ninety and thirty days tests 
at the world’s fair, Chicago, 1893, some 
idea of the superior qualities of this bull 
may be had. The sire of Brown Bessie 
18th is Brown Bessie’s Son 34550, the bull 
at the head of the Hood farm herd, and 
her dam is Costa Rica, test 21 pounds, 6% 
ounces, haps the best cow in the Hood 
farm hora, Costa Rica is the dam of 
Merry Maiden, grand sweepstakes cow at 
the world’s fair, owned’ at Hood farm. 
The bull secured by Professor Wing is 
thus close up to the two great world’s fair 
winners. One of the heifers that go with 
this bull is by Pedro Signal Landseer, a 
half brother of Eurotisama, test, 17 pounds, 
114% ounces in 7 days, 95 pounds, 9 ounces 
in one year, and a grandson of the $10,000 
Pedro. The dam of this heifer is Messel- 
dine, test, 16 pounds % ounces, a daughter 
of Sophie’s Tormentor, the sire of four- 
teen in the 14-pound list, including Sophie 
Hudson, 19 pounds 12% ounces; Philena 8. 
18 pounds 9% ounces; Sophona, 18 pounds 
54% ounces, 639 pounds % ounces fin nine 
months and 13% days.-

Many Attempts Have Been Made To 
_Make an Improvement, but Noth- 
ing Has Been Accomplished.

The committee on public buildings of the 
county commissioners wil] soon begin to 
investigate some plan by which the pres- 
ent crowded condition of the courthouse 
can be relieved, <A resolution offered by 
Chairman Palmer at the last meeting of 
the county board gave instructions to the 
committee to begin at once to formulate 
some plan to make use of the building 
fund of $100,000, and relieve the expenses 
the county is now under in paying rent for 
outside courtrooms. | 

Chairman Adair, of the public buildings 
committee, said yesterday that he did not 
know what plan would be recommended 
by the committee, but that a meeting 
would be held very goon and the. situation 
thoroughly discussed. 

An the members ef the boar@ of com- 
missioners recognize the crowded condition 
which exists in regard to courtrooms and 
county offices, and are anxious that some- 
thing may be done to remedy the pressure 
in this respect. 

This question hag been agitated for a 
long time, but besides setting aside a fund 
of about $100,000 for the construction of 
some new addition, nothing has been ac- 
complished. Many attempts have been 
made to do something, but none have so 
far proved satisfactory. A plan was ar- 
ranged by which the city was to purchase 
the present courthouse and the county 
erect @& new building; another plan pro- 
posed Was that the present building be en- 
larged by adding a story and two wings. 
Still another plan was almost carried to 
completion. Grant Wilkins prepared a 
drawing for an annex whica was to be a 
five-story building adjoining the south side 
of the courthouse. | 

Bids were asked for, but when they were 
opened none came within the appropriation 
of $100,000, the smallest being over $120,000. 
These bids were opened at the December 
mesting of the beard of commissioners. 

The motion: made by Chairman Palmer, 
he said yesterday, was to start a move- 
ment so that work could be commencéd 
as soon as possible and be rapidly pushed 
during the summer vacation of the courts. 

Judge *Palmer said he did not have any 
definite plan in view as to construction 
wher he made the motion, but he thought 
that this could be decided upon after a 
conference with architects. 

“I want to cut dewn the éxpenses of 
the county as much as possible,” said 
Judge Palmer. “In order to do this the 
county should stop: paying rent for outside 
courtrooms, 

“I have no plans as to how the changes. 
to make more room for our county officers 
and courts should be done, as those things 
are details of construction. 1 think the 
courtrooms of the two divisions of the city 
courts and of the superior courts should be 
closer together, so that at least one panel 
of jurors will not be needed and a consid- 
erable expense. in this respect could be 
saved.. Theré are many other plans that 
could be: followed, it occurs to me, that 
would save money for the county.” 


Judge Palmer said that by the time work 
began the summer season would be on and 
the courts being adjourne@ would give th: 
workmen a better opportunity to make the 
changes. 

As soon as the committee on public 
buildings holds a session and makes its 
recommendation to the. board, the archi- 
tects will draw plans for the work.
